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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1966  has  been  a  year  of  many  changes  for  the  Town. 

We  have  a  new  Fire  Chief.  Kenneth  Henderson  was  appoint- 
ed following  the  resignation  of  Frank  Wells.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  Frank  will  continue  as  advisor  for  many  years. 

We  have  a  new  Police  Chief.  Francis  Stetson  was  appointed 
after  Cyrus  Annear's  health  forced  his  resignation. 

We  have  a  new  Dog  Officer.  Wallace  MacLean  was 
appointed  when  Laurence  Tinney  had  to  retire  upon  reaching  the 
age  limit  set  by  the  retirement  system. 

We  have  a  new  Western  Franklin  Welfare  District  Agent. 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Adams  was  appointed  by  the  district  committee 
upon  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Phyllis  Heist. 

We  have  a  legal  boundary  between  the  property  of  Mrs. 
Christine  Turner  and  that  of  the  town  at  the  Machinery  Shed. 

We  have  new  storm  windows  on  all  the  lower  floor  windows 
of  the  Town  Hall. 

We  have  a  new  custodian  of  the  Town  Hall.  Upon  the 
resignation  of  Laurence  Tinney,  Floyd  Parker  was  appointed. 
Much  work  as  since  been  done,  as  may  be  observed. 

We  have  a  new  up-to-date  set  of  Mass.  Law  Books  for  the 
use  of  all  Town  Departments. 

The  Highway  Department  has  added  a  new  International 
truck  and  a  new  automatic  sander  to  enable  improved  highway 
maintenance,  especially  in  the  winter. 

Chapter  81  permanent  improvement  work  was  concentrated 
on  Warner  Hill  and  Maxwell  Roads. 

Chapter  91  work  was  continued  on  Mt.  Road  and  Zoar  Road. 

The  Men  of  the  Highway  Department  have  continued  their 
excellent  work  of  improving  the  town  machinery  shed. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  approach  the  time  when  our  highway 
superintendent  must  retire,  late  this  month. 

The  Mohawk  Regional  High  School  building  has  finally  been 
started,  so  by  next  Fall,  our  High  School  pupils  will  be  given  the 
long  dreamed  of  better  opportunities  of  a  larger,  more  complete 
school. 

There  have  been  four  special  Town  meetings  as  described 
elsewhere  in  this  Town  report. 

Due  to  delayed  payments  by  the  State  we  have  had  to  bor- 
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row  $50,000.00  to  meet  our  expenditures  until  such  payments  ar- 
rive. 

The  Reserve  Fund  was  totally  used  with  the  approval  of  the 
Finance  Committee  in  meeting  over  expenditures  in  the  various 
departments. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  1965  Town  Report  won 
2nd  prize  in  its  class. 

Free  cash  on  hand  as  of  January  1,  1966  was  $36,789.01. 

The  old  Ore  shed  property  was  sold  to  the  highest  bidder, 
Kenneth  Henderson. 

The  old  and  harassing  problem  of  what  to  do  about  the 
Dimick  block  on  High  Street,  was  finally  answered  late  in  Janu- 
ary when  the  building  was  totally  destroyed  and  burned. 

The  derailment  of  a  tank  car  of  liquid  Chlorine  in  a  R.R. 
wreck  just  west  of  town  on  March  9,  1966  was  the  occasion  by 
which  Charlemont  made  national  headlines.  The  complete  evacu- 
ation of  all  people  from  town  and  the  neighboring  tovms,  ordered 
as  a  precaution  in  case  of  the  escape  of  the  chlorine  gas,  was 
carried  out  with  excellent  cooperation  by  every  one.  We  wish  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  helped  in  the  emergency, 
especially  our  Civilian  Defense  personnel. 

The  forest  fire  in  the  East  Oxbow  area  again  furnished  an 
opportunity  for  close  cooperation  wdth  our  neighboring  towns  and 
the  State,  whereby  the  time  required  to  extinguish  the  fire  was 
greatly  reduced. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  people  who  worked  so  diligently  to 
make  the  children's  Christmas  Party  such  a  success  and  also  the 
Mass.  Electric  Co.  men  for  installing  the  Christmas  lights  on  our 
tree  again  this  year. 

Still  unresolved  is  the  big  problem  of  traffic  and  pedestrians 
in  the  business  section  of  town.  Even  a  request  to  the  Governor 
for  assistance  has  produced  no  feasible  answer. 

Projects  that  we  hope  the  citizens  of  town  will  enthusiasti- 
cally back  are;  a  New  Fire  House  near  the  town  shed,  modem 
electric  wiring  at  the  Park  and  2-way  radios  for  the  town  equip- 
ment. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  all  for  their  cooperation  throughout 
the  Year.

Report  of  the  Superintendent 


The  present  school  year  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be 
one  of  rapid  and  radical  change.  From  the  advent  of  the  Mohawk 
Regional  High  School,  to  the  extensive  administrative  changes 
locally,  the  educational  structure  has  been  altered.  In  addition, 
the  matter  of  further  regionalization  in  the  area  looms  large.  Pro- 
posals governing  this  are  presently  being  readied  for  your  consi- 
deration. It  is  in  this  regard  that  I  address  this  message  to  you. 

Change,  in  and  of  itself  is  inevitable.  It  is  essentially  an  on- 
going process.  Left  to  its  own  devices,  it  meanders  accidentally, 
with  generally  regressive  results.  Properly  planned  for,  it  can  pro- 
ceed along  predetermined  lines.  Properly  planned  for  it  repre- 
sents opportunity. 

Realizing  that  change  is  continuous  and  that  it  represents 
opportunity,  what  are  our  alternatives  in  terms  of  our  present 
situation?  First,  we  have  the  opportunity  to  do  nothing,  to  leave 
things  the  way  they  are.  But  if  change  is  continuous,  to  do  noth- 
ing is  in  essence  a  regressive  mode.  This  however,  is  our  easiest 
option,  but  the  cost  of  this  option  is  exceedingly  high.  By  electing 
it  we  largely  commit  our  future  to  chance. 

Our  second  alternative  is  to  plan  our  progression.  This  is  the 
more  difficult  option.  It  requires  that  we  make  large  expenditures 
of  time,  energy  and  intelligence.  It  means  the  generation  of  ideas 
and  the  subjection  of  these  ideas  to  critical  analysis.  It  means 
the  constant  implementation  of  what  is,  with  the  contemplated, 
what  can  be.  It  allows  no  self  satisfaction  with  the  task  performed, 
but  rather  seeks  its  satisfactions  in  the  challenge  of  the  future. 
The  rewards  of  this  option  are  great  because  they  allow  us  to  pre- 
determine the  future. 

The  aura  of  change  that  presently  surrounds  us  is  in  reality 
a  golden  opportunity.  It  will  allow  us  to  predetermine  the  educa- 
tional patterns  that  our  children  will  follow.  Can  we  afford  the 
luxury  of  regression,  realizing  full  well  that  the  cost  will  be  borne 
by  our  chidren? 
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Report  of  the  Principal 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  last  fom-  months  of  1966. 

Our  enrollment  as  of  September  1,  1966  was  248  pupils. 
There  were  129  in  grades  one  through  six,  nine  in  the  opportunity 
class  and  110  in  grades  seven  through  twelve. 

The  Hawlemont  Regional  School  faculty  remained  stable  for 
the  year  1966-67.  This  fact  contributes  greatly  to  the  smooth  and 
efficient  functioning  of  the  elementary  grades,  providing  a  feeling 
of  security  for  our  younger  students. 

The  high  school  faculty  experienced  considerable  change. 
Miss  Phyllis  Brodeur  replaced  Miss  Corneha  Hollinger  in  the  com- 
mercial department.  Mr.  Russell  Johnson  was  hired  for  the  social 
studies  department  to  replace  Mr.  Mark  Lowenthal.  Mr.  Victor 
Perguidi  teaches  Social  Studies  and  English  formerly  taught  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Harris  who  was  elected  to  replace  Mr.  Paul  Waar- 
amaa  as  principal  of  the  Hawlemont  Regional  and  Charlemont 
High  School.  Mr.  Vernon  Avera  was  elected  to  fill  the  position 
of  Mr.  Fred  Lillpopp  in  mathematics  and  science.  Mr.  William 
Pollard  replaced  Mr.  Roland  Emery  as  physical  education  teacher 
for  both  the  elementary  and  high  school  students.  Mr.  Pollard 
teaches  seventh  and  eighth  grade  science  in  addition  to  his  ath- 
letic program. 

Physical  education  is  provided  for  both  boys  and  girls  twice 
a  week.  We  are,  at  the  present  time,  awaiting  a  directive  from 
the  State  Department  concerning  the  physical  education  program. 
It  will  become  obligatory  in  the  near  future  that  physical  educa- 
tion be  offered  daily.  At  that  time  our  program  may  need  revision. 
This  fact  must  be  considered  when  planning  for  next  year's  ele- 
mentary program. 

Charlemont  High  School  still  maintains  its  boys  and  girls 
basketball  teams.  The  Tri  State  Tournament,  by  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers, decided  to  disband  since  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to 
find  small  schools  for  competition.  Despite  the  lack  of  the  Tri 
State  Tournament  our  boys  are  putting  forth  their  best  effort  to 
put  a  winning  team  on  the  court.  The  boys  baseball  team  will 
still  be  a  part  of  the  Franklin  League. 

The  Charlemont  Schools  observed  American  Education  Week 
November  6  through  12.  Parents  were  welcomed  to  visit  through- 
out the  week  to  observe  the  work  carried  on  in  the  classrooms. 
On  Thursday  of  that  week  an  Open  House  Program  was  con- 
ducted. The  high  school  ran  an  abbreviated  daily  schedule  for 
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the  parents  to  explain  the  goals  set  for  each  course.  The  elemen- 
tary teachers  greeted  the  parents  of  their  students  in  their  class- 
rooms. Open  House  was  followed  by  the  annual  hearing  of  the 
1967  budget. 

Since  education  can  never  become  static  nor  educators  be- 
come too  complacent  with  things  as  they  are,  our  schools  must  be 
ever  alert  to  new  developments.  We,  in  Charlemont,  who  are 
about  to  send  our  young  people  to  a  new  regional  high  school, 
must  prepare  them  to  compete  equally  with  those  from  other  sys- 
tems. One  area  which  has  already  been  revised  is  the  mathematics 
program.  Grades  one  through  six  are  now  working  with  the 
modern  math.  The  work  being  offered  is  a  blend  of  the  new  and 
the  traditional  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  concepts  and 
terminology  which  they  will  need  for  high  school  work. 

In  order  to  further  improve  their  work  the  elementary  teach- 
ers are  planning  an  in  service  study  course  for  the  new  math. 
Tliis  will  be  offered  once  weekly  for  a  period  of  15  weeks.  The 
course  is  to  be  presented  by  Mr.  Ronald  Corey  of  the  high 
school. 

Another  area  being  studied  and  evaluated  is  that  of  the 
social  studies  program.  This  study  is  to  determine  the  value  of 
separating  social  studies  into  its  definite  fields  of  history  and  geo- 
graphy. In  our  world  today  when  countries  and  continents  are 
neighbors  in  a  world  community,  a  better  understanding  of  world 
geography  is  essential. 

Our  elementary  program  would  be  greatly  enriched  wdth  the 
addition  of  a  kindergarten.  It  is  essential  for  our  young  people  to 
learn  to  live  and  work  together  before  they  are  exposed  to  a 
formal  educational  routine.  The  basic  skills  of  coordination  learned 
in  kindergarten  have  a  direct  relationship  to  their  success  in  read- 
ing in  tlie  elementary  grades. 

Another  service  of  value  to  our  community  would  be  an  ele- 
mentary guidance  counselor.  Problems  and  handicaps  discovered 
in  the  early  grades  are  more  easily  remedied  than  if  they  are 
permitted  to  grow  and  be  compounded.  Success  in  high  school 
has  a  direct  relationship  to  satisfactory  adjustment  in  the  elemen- 
tary years. 

Such  improvements  to  our  system  are  costly  but  we  must 
consider  the  values  to  be  derived  by  the  students  themselves. 

The  hot  lunch  program  has  been  successfully  carried  on  in  the 
cafeteria  for  the  past  year  serving  about  95  per  cent  of  the  school 
opulation.  Up  to  the  present  time  it  has  been  self  sustaining 
ut  as  our  members  decrease  and  prices  continue  to  rise  it  seems 
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to  indicate  that  in  the  future  the  hot  lunch  program  will  need 
to  be  subsidized  to  continue. 

The  high  school  which  is  entering  its  last  six  months  in  Char- 
lemont  is  making  every  effort  to  prepare  its  students  for  the 
change.  Tentative  course  selections  have  already  been  made  to 
facihtate  tlie  programming  for  the  Mohawk  Regional.  For  the 
first  time  mid-term  examinations  will  be  conducted  in  tlie  high 
school.  This  plan  was  initiated  to  prepare  the  students  for  such 
procedures  in  their  new  envii'onment. 

There  were  seventeen  graduates  in  the  class  of  1966.  Three 
students  are  continuing  their  education;  two  at  University  of 
Massachusetts  and  one  in  Greenfield  Community  College.  Five 
students  enlisted  in  the  Armed  Forces;  two  boys  and  one  gii-1  in 
tlie  Air  Force  and  two  boys  in  the  Army. 

I  have  enjoyed  serving  as  your  principal  for  the  past  four 
months  and  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  om*  Super- 
intendent, Mr.  Maurice  Heffernan,  the  faculty,  parents  and  friends 
of  the  community  and  for  the  loyalty  and  cooperation  of  the 
student  body.  There  will  be  a  void  in  our  community  when  our 
high  school  closes,  but  as  we  all  know  "time  marches  on"  and 
conditions  change  and  we  must  provide  the  best  education  pos- 
sible for  our  young  people.  They  are  the  one  for  whom  we  work 
and  who  will  carry  on  in  the  world  of  tomorrow.

THE  SUPERINTENDENT-DIRECTOR 

To  the  French  King  Regional  Vocational 
District  School  Committee: 

In  submitting  this,  my  first  annual  report,  my  chief  regret  is 
that  circumstances  beyond  our  control  have  prevented  us  from 
making  the  progress  I  had  anticipated  when  I  began  last  March. 
Any  delays  in  construction  of  a  school  are  costly  to  the  taxpayer 
but  even  more  costly  to  the  students  in  need  of  its  offerings. 

Concurrently  with  the  establishment  of  office  facilities  at  474 
Main  Street  in  Greenfield,  selection  of  a  secretary  and  develop- 
ment of  office  procedure  we  were  involved  in  the  selection  of  a 
site  for  the  school.  I  would  like  to  commend  the  site  committee 
for  the  thorough  manner  in  which  they  went  about  this  and  for 
the  consideration  at  all  times  of  both  the  educational  and  financial 
aspects  involved. 

Several  locations  within  the  five  mile  radius  limit  of  the 
agreement  were  considered.  These  were  reduced  to  three,  the 
Prondecki-Dorsey  site  on  Route  2  near  the  French  King  Motel, 
the  Mitzkovitz  site  on  Route  63  near  Weatherhead's  Motel— both 
in  Erving,  and  the  Mackin  site  on  Adams  Road  in  Greenfield  near 
the  junction  Vv^ith  Route  2.  Professional  appraisals  of  these  proper- 
ties were  secured,  they  were  rated  by  our  selected  architectural 
firm  of  Korslund,  LeNormand  and  Quann  and  test  holes  for 
drainage  were  dug  under  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  for  their  rulings  in  regard  to  sewage  disposal.  Sev- 
eral meetings  were  held  with  town  officials  from  both  Greenfield 
and  Erving,  State  Department  officials  and  others.  On  June  23, 
1966  the  site  committee  recommended  the  Prondecki-Dorsey  site 
and  this  was  adopted  by  the  general  committee. 

In  order  to  further  substantiate  the  proposals  of  the  planning 
committee  in  regard  to  course  offerings  surveys  were  conducted 
concerning  (1)  the  present  occupations  of  the  residents  of  our 
region,  (2)  the  present  and  expected  needs  of  employers  in  our 
region,  the  state,  and  countiy  as  a  whole  and  (3)  the  occupations 
desired  by  present  7th  and  8th  graders  in  our  region. 

Educational  Specifications  for  the  new  school  were  dravm  up 
with  the  help  of  the  educational  specifications  sub-committee 
whose  members  devoted  many  hours  to  this  task.  The  committee 
was  faced  with  a  problem  in  that  they  saw  need  for  change  in 
the  traditional  vocational  programs  as  well  as  evidence  of  this 
change  on  a  national  level  but  reaHzed  that  certain  of  these 
changes  were  not  yet  approved  in  Massachusetts.  To  meet  this 


28 


problem  the  educational  specifications  were  purposely  written  such 
that  they  would  provide  for  these  changes,  while  at  the  same  time 
being  nonspecific  enough  to  permit  acceptance  within  the  re- 
strictive rules  and  regulations  presently  in  effect. 

Because  our  ideas  and  concepts  of  vocational  education  dif- 
fer from  what  has  been  the  accepted  pattern  in  the  past  and  be- 
cause we  would  offer  what  we  conceive  to  be  a  program  better 
suited  to  meet  the  needs  of  students,  but  have  not  as  yet  spelled 
out  in  detail  the  many  facets  of  these  programs,  there  are  those 
v,-ho  have  seen  fit  to  voice  non-acceptance  or  serious  doubt  con- 
cerning them.  It  is  an  accepted  point  that  many  more  details  of 
both  construction  and  operation  of  the  school  will  need  to  be 
worked  out  prior  to  its  opening,  however,  this  need  not  delay 
submission  of  the  educational  specifications  to  architects  for  pre- 
paration of  preliminary  plans. 

Following  the  July  21  vote  of  the  committee  regarding  a 
Preliminary  Bond  Issue  of  $225,000.00  the  selectmen  in  all  mem- 
ber towns  were  notified  of  their  right  to  hold  a  special  towTi 
meeting  within  30  days  for  consideration  of  the  matter.  Such  a 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Tovvti  of  Leverett  and  the  committee 
action  disapproved.  Subsequently  Leverett  voters  petitioned  for 
wdthdrav/al  from  the  District.  Following  preparation  of  an  amend- 
ment to  the  agreement  by  the  vocational  committee  several  towns 
have  approved  this  withdrawal  in  special  town  meetings.  Others 
will  include  this  matter  for  action  at  special  or  regular  town 
meetings  in  the  near  future.  Until  such  time  as  all  member  towns 
have  approved  the  withdrawal  as  provided  in  the  amendment  the 
Tov/n  of  Leverett  is  still  a  member.  Since  this  apparently  v/ill  not 
occur  prior  to  the  end  of  December  1986  it  is  expected  that 
Leverett  Vv^ill  be  included  in  the  apportionment  of  operating  costs 
for  1967. 

Loss  of  the  Preliminary  Bond  Issue  by  Leveretfs  vote  in 
August  caused  considerable  delay  in  the  progress  of  the  school. 
This  because  of  the  mere  mechanics  of  a  town's  withdrawal  and 
the  fact  that  the  withdrawing  town  remains  a  member  until  voted 
out  by  all  member  towns.  This  effectively  prevents  considera- 
tion of  another  bond  issue  until  the  Leverett  situation  has  been 
resolved. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  $225,000.00  in  planning  monies  would 
enable  actual  hiring  of  the  architects,  optioning  of  land,  and  the 
making  of  topographical  surveys  and  test  borings  in  the  early  fall 
of  1966.  This  would  have  made  it  possible  to  proceed  with  the 
drawing  of  building  plans  during  the  winter  months  at  the  same 
time  that  the  other  details  of  operation  previously  mentioned  were 
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being  worked  out.  Due  to  circumstances  beyond  our  control  this 
was  not  possible. 

We  are  not  now  as  close  to  the  time  of  opening  the  school  as 
we  had  expected  to  be  at  this  time.  This  is  especially  regrettable 
from  the  students  point  since  they  are  the  ones  who  need  the 
school  and  suffer  most  from  its  lack  of  being.  That  our  area  needs 
a  regional  vocational  program  in  operation  many  of  us  agree.  Cir- 
cumstances beyond  our  control  may  hinder  the  achievement  of 
this  goal  but  with  the  need  recognized  by  the  residents  of  our 
member  towns  and  the  dedicated  efforts  of  our  committee  mem- 
bers I  feel  certain  we  shall  achieve  such  a  program. 

For  the  cooperation  and  consideration  given  the  school  and 
myself  I  thank  both  committee  members  and  town  officials  who 
have  proved  most  helpful.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  THE  MOHAV/K  TRASL  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


To  the  citizens  of  tlie  Town  of  Charlemont,  I  hereby  submit 
the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Mohawk 
Trail  Regional  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1966: 

The  progress  on  the  construction  of  the  Mohawk 
Trail  Regional  High  School  is  continuing  at  a  normal  pace.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  building  will  be  far  enough  completed  so 
that  we  will  be  able  to  operate  it  next  fall.  We  have  indicated  to 
the  various  town  school  committees  of  the  District  that  we  will  be 
responsible  for  the  educational  pro-am  of  all  the  students  in 
grades  seven  through  twelve  as  well  as  be  responsible  for  the 
tuition  and  transportation  payments  for  the  vocational  students. 

At  this  time,  the  administration  has  many  tasks  ahead  of  it. 
The  newly  elected  Principal,  Mr.  Herbert  S.  Merritt,  and  myself 
have  the  following  major  concerns  to  solve  before  we  can  open 
and  operate  as  a  school  next  fall: 

1.  The  pupils'  individual  programs  will  have  to  be  tabulated. 

2.  Personnel  will  have  to  be  hired  on  the  basis  of  the  de- 
mands indicated  by  the  pupils  for  next  year's  program. 

3.  Comprehensive  study  of  the  transportation  needs  of  the 
nine  towns  will  have  to  be  made  in  order  that  bus  routes 
can  be  formed  and  transportation  contracts  be  put  out  to 
bid  in  the  spring. 

4.  Continued  work  on  curriculum,  courses  of  study,  and 
recommendations  for  textbook  selection  will  be  made  by 
the  present  professional  faculties  of  the  various  schools 
concerned  in  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High  School. 
It  is  hoped  that  we  may  obtain  Federal  Funds  to  do  this 
work  on  curriculum,  courses  of  study,  and  textbook  selec- 
tion and  be  able  to  employ  present  staff  members  to 
work  part-time  during  the  spring  and  full-time  for  several 
weeks  during  the  summer  on  this  project. 

Once  the  new  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High  School  is  con- 
structed, it  is  hoped  that  we  can  offer  a  modern,  up-to-date  pro- 
gram taking  into  consideration  all  the  needs  of  the  pupils,  their 
individual  differences,  and  the  requirements  of  our  modem  so- 
ciety.

SPEECH  THERAPY  REPORTS 

At  the  Hawlemont  Regional  School,  nine  children  have  at- 
tended the  speech  therapy  classes  this  year.  One  has  been  dis- 
missed. 

All  of  these  pupils  have  needed  help  with  articulation.  Two 
pupils  have  severe  hearing  losses  and  have  received  help  in  Hp 
reading  as  well  as  articulation. 

The  pupils  have  shown  improvement  in  the  speech  class.  As 
a  pupil  improves,  and  his  speech  becomes  normal  in  his  regular 
classroom,  he  is  dismissed  from  the  speech  class.  In  some  instances 
making  a  child  speech  conscious  is  one  of  the  more  difficult 
problems.  If  they  do  not  have  the  desire  to  talk  better  and  do 
not  apply  themselves,  their  speech  patterns  do  not  show  great 
improvement.

REMEDIAL  READING  REPORT 

Five  basic  steps  are  involved  in  a  Remedial  Reading  Program 
for  children.  The  Remedial  teacher  must  understand  the  whole 
problem,  and  then  apply  these  five  general  principles  in  special 
ways  to  individual  cases. 

First:  One  must  go  back  to  where  the  pupiFs  true  reading 
level  is.  This  gives  him  confidence  and  improvement  can  begin. 

Second:  The  Remedial  teacher  must  build  the  basic  sight 
vocabulary  if  there  is  a  need  for  it.  The  size  of  the  sight  vocabu- 
lary is  important,  but  so  is  the  speed  and  ease  of  recognition  of 
sight  vocabulary. 
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Third:  The  student  must  learn  phonetics  or  sounding.  Know- 
ledge of  consonant  sounds  and  diagraphs  will  help  him  near  the 
beginnings  of  words.  Then  the  teacher  goes  on  to  vowel  sounds. 
The  child  is  asked  to  use  the  new  tools  at  his  command  in  at- 
tacking a  new  word.  Exercises  are  needed  in  phonics;  if  the  work 
is  to  be  done  in  a  workbook,  it  must  be  done  out  loud  if  the 
child  is  to  learn  the  sounding  elements.  If  it  is  done  silently,  the 
child  matches  up  visual  elements,  and  is  not  really  getting  phone- 
tic skills  at  all. 

Fourth:  The  child  must  develop  comprehension.  He  must  be 
able  to  repeat  what  he  has  read,  and  he  must  have  the  abiHty 
to  select  the  important  facts.  Comprehension  means  thinking  about 
or  getting  the  author's  point. 

Fifth:  And  most  essential  step  in  remedial  reading  is  to  pre- 
sent a  lot  of  interesting  reading  material  at  the  child's  present 
level.  This  makes  reading  fun,  and  it  builds  an  active  interest  in 
reading;  therefore  the  child  can  maintain  his  reading  level. 
Quantity  reading  develops  ease  by  speeding  up  word  recognition 
and  improving  comprehension. 

I  spend  five  hours  a  week  at  the  Hawlemont  School.  I  have 
tutored  a  total  of  15  students  this  fall.  These  pupils  are  seen  on  a 
regular  basis  twice  a  week  for  a  half  hour  session  each  time. 
The  amount  of  time  that  I  can  spend  with  each  student  is  short, 
but  tests  and  conferences  with  classroom  teacher  show  that  there 
has  been  progress  in  most  cases.  The  cooperation  and  assistance 
given  me  by  the  faculty  is  invaluable,  and  the  children's  cooper- 
ation and  general  enthusiasm  to  better  themselves  make  for  a 
thoroughly  enjoyable  teaching  situation. 

I  am  also  available  to  students  of  the  High  School  for  an 
hour  a  week.  I  have  had  a  total  of  four  in  this  class.  Vocabulary 
building  is  stressed,  along  with  comprehension.  The  use  of  SRA 
(Science  Research  Associates)  kits  helps  very  much  with  this 
group,  as  each  student  may  again  progress  at  nis  own  level.  The 
method  taught  by  SRA,  and  indeed  in  all  reading,  is  to  survey  the 
material— Read  it.  Review,  and  Recite  or  answer  questions.  There 
is  also  a  word  study  section  in  each  lesson,  and  thus  vocabulary 
and  phonetic  skills  are  enhanced. 

The  full  cooperation  of  the  faculty  and  the  students  is  mea- 
surable in  the  progress  of  this  high  school  group.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  first  report  of  the  music  program 
in  the  Hawlemont  Schools.  Many  rote  songs  are  taught  in  grades 
one,  two,  three,  which  teach  the  correct  tone  production.  Also 
groups  and  individual  participation  with  special  provision  for  ex- 
ceptional children.  In  grades  two  and  three,  we  introduce  symbols 
of  notation  and  begin  to  coordinate  eye  and  ear  activities  through 
use  of  music  books.  In  grades  one  and  two  we  have  an  excellent 
rhythm  band  directed  by  different  children  in  this  group.  We  also 
do  m.any  singing  games  and  folk  dances. 

Grades  three  and  four  continue  with  song  repertory  with  pro- 
vision for  exceptional  children.  Through  note  reading  we  increase 
the  power  to  coordinate  ear  and  eye,  sound  and  sight,  thus  provid- 
ing growth  in  independent  music  reading. 

In  grades  five  and  six,  two  and  three  part  songs  are  sung. 
They  also  have  a  group  of  children  that  play  melodicas  with  two 
and  three  part  songs.  The  auto  harp  is  also  played  by  the  children. 
They  have  folk  dances  and  square  dancing. 

As  you  know,  boys  and  girls  in  grades  four,  five  and  six, 
have  a  Glee  Club  for  those  with  exceptional  voices. 

Mrs.  Raymond's  room  have  learned  to  read  music,  do  many 
creative  songs,  folk  dances  and  square  dances. 

We  had  special  music  programs  for  parents  and  friends  in 
May  and  at  Christmas  at  which  time  all  children  performed.

Greetings:  • 

During  the  Christmas  season  of  1966  the  Schoolhouse  pre- 
sented the  spirit  of  the  times  by  displaying  illuminated  candles 
and  a  cluster  of  red  Christmas  bells  in  the  windows. 

But  earlier,  disaster  struck  the  building.  During  the  night  of 
November  1-2  vandals  bent  upon  destruction  included  the  School- 
house  in  their  trail  of  wreckage  along  Route  No.  2  in  East  Char- 
lemont. According  to  the  tire  marks  in  the  school  yard  their  car 
was  parked  in  the  yard  while  they  cut  the  rope  from  the  flagpole 
and  heaved  large  rocks  and  stones  through  the  windows  breaking 
28  paries  of  glass.  They  then  made  a  "hot-rod"  exit  from  the  yard 
heading  west  leaving  a  litter  of  broken  glass  on  the  Schoolhouse 
floor. 

The  damages  were  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $139  to  the  taxpayers.

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METHOD  OF  ASSESSMENT  OF  THE  1967  BUDGET 


Operation  Maintenance 

The  agreement  stipulates  that  this  portion  of  the  budget  is 
determined  on  a  per  pupil  basis  by  using  the  enrollment  in  the  Re- 
gional District  from  each  member  town  as  of  October  1st  of  the 
preceding  year.  On  October  1,  1966  there  were  34  children  from 
Hawley  and  105  children  from  Charlemont.  Therefore,  the  opera- 
tional percentage  for  Hawley  is  24.46%,  and  75.54%  for  Charlemont. 

The  operation-maintenance  budget  for  1967  is  $88,263.00.  There 
will  be  an  estimated  reimbursement  to  the  Region  of  $15,600.00*. 
This  reduces  the  assessment  of  both  towns  to  $72,663,00.  A  balance 
of  $916.64  from  the  1965  appropriation  is  available.

REPORT   OF   THE   HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


Snow  Roads  and  Bridges  —  $11,000 

During  the  year  we  had  101  inches  of  snow  and  34.76  inches 
of  rain  fall.  A  cattle  pass  was  installed  out  of  a  boiler  shell  on  the 
Warner  Hill  Road.  A  good  many  dead  trees  were  cut  along  the 
highways  and  disposed  of.  We  used  2,000  yards  of  sand  and  100 
tons  of  salt  for  snow  and  ice  control  during  the  winter.  One  extra 
truck  and  snow  ploy,  also  a  power  sander  were  added  to  our 
winter  equipment,  making  it  much  faster  to  plow  and  sand  roads. 

Chapter  81  -  $15,275 

All  dirt  roads  have  been  scraped  four  times  during  the  season 
and  drains  opened  up.  All  bituminous  roads  were  drained  and  the 
following  seal  coated: 

Legate  Hill  1.5  miles        South  St.  .10  mile 

Harmony  Ave.  .10  mile         Maple  Terrace  .10  mile 

Hillandale  .15  mile        Rice  Fort  .06  mile 

The  following  is  the  permanent  work  done:  The  West  Ox- 
Bow— 2,400  feet  completed  to  a  24  foot  road  v/ith  two  coats  of  bi- 
tuminous applied.  The  Warner  Hill  Road— 1,800  feet  widened  and 
gravelled  to  a  24  foot  width.  The  Maxwell  Road— 1,500  feet  wid- 
ened and  gravelled  to  a  24  foot  width. 

All  of  the  heavy  traveled  roads  were  treated  with  a  brush 
killing  spray  that  the  Electric  and  Telephone  Companies  furnished. 

Chapter  90  Maintenance  -  $9,000 

Drainage  on  all  Chapter  90  roads  and  slides  on  the  North 
Heath  and  South  River  Roads  cleaned  up.  The  following  received 
bituminous  treatment: 

North  Heath  1.5  miles       East  Hawley  .60  mile 

The  remainder  of  the  money  was  expended  widening  to  a  26 
foot  road  (all  ledge  work)  on  the  Zoar  Road  for  a  distance  of 
700  feet. 

Chapter  90  Construction  -  $15,600 

This  appropriation  went  on  the  Mountain  Road  with  1,200 
feet  completed  to  a  26  foot  bituminous  road.  Guard  posts  and 
cable  installed,  a  cattle  pass  constructed  all  slopes  graded  and 
seeded  and  a  1,200  feet  of  stock  fence  made.  Seven  hundred  feet 
more  was  worked  on  with  di-ainage  installed  and  a  30  foot  road 
way  brought  up  to  grade.

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REPORT  OF  THE   PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


During  the  year  1966  Memorial  Park  was  used  for  many 
family  reunions,  picnics,  and  sport  activities  as  in  the  past. 

Schechterle  Roofing  Company  was  hired  to  repair  and  re- 
])lace  broken  and  missing  slate;  to  build  and  install  a  new  sky- 
light; plus  putting  new  ridge  caps  on  the  grandstand  building. 
This  work  was  necessary  to  meet  state  safety  requirements  before 
allowing  use  on  Yankee  Doodle  Days. 

Additional  improvements  were  made  to  the  buildings  at  Me- 
morial Park  with  the  help  and  cooperation  of  our  local  citizens. 
Lumber  was  purchased  for  construction  of  a  new  stairway  on  the 
north  side  of  the  grandstand,  and  to  replace  deteriorated  boards 
used  for  seating.  The  total  amount  spent  for  these  projects  was 
$253.33. 

We  would  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  Norman  Hawkes  and 
Norman  Hicks  for  the  use  of  their  tractors  to  mow  the  Memorial 
Park  grounds;  and  to  Jeny  Jubinville  for  the  use  of  his  pump. 

Were  sorry  to  report  that  much  vandalism  has  occurred  to 
the  park  buildings,  fireplaces,  etc.  during  the  past  year;  in  order 
to  combat  this  situation  we've  been  granted  permission  by  the 
Selectmen  to  construct  a  gate  at  the  main  entrance  to  the  grounds 
which  will  be  locked  at  a  scheduled  time  each  evening.  Those 
wishing  entrance  after  hours  may  obtain  a  key  from  one  of  the 
Park  Commissioners.

With  the  ever  increasing  demands  on  emergency  services  of 
a  community,  the  Charlemont  Fire  Department  has  experienced 
a  most  active  year.  The  year  1966  will  be  remembered  for  its 
variety  of  activities  which  demanded  the  response  of  this  Depart- 
ment. 

HighHghts  of  1966 

February  11— Rice  Brook  flooding— With  the  use  of  the  big  pump- 
er and  hose  streams  the  ice  was  broken  up  thus  averting  ser- 
ious damage  to  nearby  property. 

March  9-15— Train  wreck— Chlorine  threat— The  department  re-  -~ 
sponded  immediately  after  the  wreck  to  control  fire  in  damag- 
ed box  cars.  Control  of  fire  was  imperative  because  of  prox- 
imity to  the  chlorine  tank  car.  The  department  furnished 
radio  communications,  protective  equipment  and  rescue  per- 
sonnel throughout  the  emergency  period. 

April  22— Plane  crash— The  ambulance  and  fire  personnel  respond- 
ed for  rescue  operations. 

April  22— Auto  accident— Local  ambulance  out  of  town;  fire  per- 
sonnel responded  to  expedite  immediate  assistance  until 
Mutual  Aid  ambulance  service  arrived. 

July  5— Drowning  at  Shunpike  Park— Department  responded  to 
effect  search  and  rescue  operations. 

October  31-November  1— East  Oxbow  fire— Local  department  with 
assistance  from  eight  Mutual  Aid  departments  controlled  125 
acre  v/oods  fire. 

November  11— Search  party— Local  department  assisted  at  North 
River  Road  area  in  search  for  evidence  at  murder  scene.

"THE  VOLUNTEER  FIREFIGHTER" 

Excerpts  from  the  October,  1963  issue  of  "Firefighter" 

The  modern  volunteer  fireman  is  a  "J^^^  trade"  whose 

trade  is  service  to  his  fellow  man.  His  origins  are  deep  in  a  his- 
tory that  is  a  mixed  grill  of  men  and  equipment.  It  is  the  story 
of  fire,  man's  best  friend  and  worst  enemy.  The  saga 
of  the  modern  volunteer  department  starts  with  a  citizen  and  a 
bucket  of  water  called  out  by  the  town  bell  or  town  crier  to  help 
put  out  a  fire  in  his  neighbor's  highly  combustible  frame  house,  a 
fire  started  by  a  carelessly  upset  oil  lantern.  It  ends  wdth  the 
highly  trained  volunteer,  alerted  by  an  electronic  monitor  in  his 
home,  at  the  scene  with  his  high  powered  pumper  and  other  com- 
plex equipment  fighting  a  fire  in  an  industrial  plant  involving  new 
and  not  completely  understood  hazards. 

What  is  the  volunteer  fireman  today?  He  is  over  one  million 
strong  as  compared  to  135,000  paid  firemen.  Of  the  21,500  fire 
departments  in  this  country,  20,000  are  part-paid  or  volunteer. 

The  volunteer  fireman  of  today  is  your  neighbor.  He  is  dedi- 
cated, and  comes  from  all  walks  of  life.  The  terms  untrained  or 
unskilled  or  "amateur"  cannot  be  associated  with  too  many  of  to- 
days' volunteers.  They  include  the  many  skills  necessary  to  oper- 
ate and  maintain  highly  efficient  fire  departments.  For  many 
people  their  first  personal  contact  with  a  fireman  is  when  there  is 
an  emergency.  At  other  times  they  may  hear  the  cry  of  the  siren 
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in  the  night  and  then  turn  over  and  go  back  to  sleep.  It  isn't 
their  house,  not  their  fire.  Later  are  heard  the  sounds  or  cars  rac- 
ing through  the  night  and  the  whine  of  high-powered  engines 
racing  to  the  scene.  These  are  volunteer  firemen  whose  responsi- 
bility it  is  to  answer  the  alarm.  There  can  be  no  more  heartening 
sound  to  those  whose  home  and  loved  ones  are  threatened.  The 
volunteer  fireman's  gain  is  not  monetary,  but  the  satisfaction  of 
doing  something  for  someone  else.  The  unselfish  attitude  that  is  a 
fii-eman's  heritage  and  is  distinctive  of  the  fire  service  of  all  time 
should  not  and  will  not  change.  His  physical  and  moral  courage 
are  a  necessary  part  of  his  working  tools,  as  well  as  loyalty  to  his 
officers  and  to  other  firemen— no  team  can  operate  without  them. 

For  what  reasons  do  men  become  volunteer  firemen?  One 
reason  can  be  a  selfish  one  and  motivated  by  the  law  of  self-pre- 
servation. Many  districts  cannot  afford  paid  departments  and 
someone  has  to  do  the  job  because  today  it's  his  neighbor's  house 
burning,  his  friend's  life  in  danger— tomorrow  it  may  be  his. 

There  is  an  adventure  and  fellowship  in  the  fire  service. 
Every  fireman  will  remember  that  first  ride,  the  first  entry  into  a 
burning  building  with  a  fellow  fireman,  the  first  rescue.  Facing 
and  attacking  a  common  danger  is  a  strong  motivating  force. 

Is  the  volunteer  fireman  here  to  stay?  He  has  the  longest  un- 
broken tradition  of  public  service.  The  volunteer  fireman  has  been 
here  a  long  time,  and  he  will  be  around  for  a  long  time  to  come! 
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1966  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHARLEMONT  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 

Basis  of  Local  Civil  Defense  Organization 
Acts  of  1950,  Chapter  639  (as  amended) 
Section   1.    In  this  act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
following  words  shall  have  tlie  following  meanings:— 

"Civil  Defense"  shall  mean  the  preparation  for  and  the  car- 
rying out  of  all  emergency  functions,  other  than  functions  for 
which  military  forces  other  than  the  national  guard  are  primarily 
responsible,  for  the  purpose  of  minimizing  and  repairing  injury  and 
damage  resulting  from  disasters  caused  by  attack,  sabotage  or 
other  hostile  action  or  by  fire,  flood,  earthquake  or  other  natural 
causes;  said  functions  shall  include  specifically,  but  without  limit- 
ing the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  fire-fighting  and  police  ser- 
vices, medical  and  health  services,  rescue,  engineering  and  air- 
raid warning  services,  evacuation  of  persons  from  stricken  areas, 
emergency  welfare  services,  communications,  radiological,  chem- 
ical and  other  special  weapons  of  defense,  emergency  transporta- 
tion, existing  or  properly  assigned  functions  of  plant  protection, 
temporary  restoration  of  public  utility  services  and  other  functions; 

"Local  organization  for  civil  defense"  shall  mean  an  organi- 
zation created  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  by 
state  or  local  authority  to  perform  local  civil  defense  functions. 

Section  13.  Each  political  subdivision  of  the  commonwealth  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  establish  a  local  organization 
for  civil  defense  in  accordance  with  the  state  civil  defense  plan 
and  program. 

Each  local  organization  for  civil  defense  shall  have  a  direc- 
tor, who  shall,  in  tlie  case  of  a  city,  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  or 
in  a  city  having  the  Plan  E  form  of  government  by  the  city  man- 
ager, and  in  towns  shall  be  appointed  by  the  selectmen,  or  in 
towns  having  a  town  manager  by  the  manager,  and  who  shall 
have  direct  responsibility  for  the  organization,  administration  and 
operation  of  such  local  organization  for  civil  defense,  subject  to 
the  direction  and  control  of  such  appointing  authority.  Each 
local  organization  for  civil  defense  shall  perform  civil  defense 
functions  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  political  subdivision 
within  which  it  is  organized,  and,  in  addition,  shall  conduct  such 
functions  outside  of  such  territorial  limits  as  may  be  required 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  seven  of  this  act.

This  Civil  Defense  Operations  Plan  for  Charlemont  has  been 
developed  in  accordance  with  the  responsibihties  of  the  town  un- 
der the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Act,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of 
1950,  as  amended,  and  subsequent  Executive  Orders  of  the 
Covernor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  plan  spec- 
ifies the  various  conditions  of  war  emergency  which  might  occur, 
and  the  actions  to  be  taken  by  Charlemont  Civil  Defense  in  each 
of  these  various  conditions. 

The  Charlemont  Operations  Plan  conforms  with  the  plans 
and  policies  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency,  with  the 
MCDA  Operations  Plan,  and  the  MCDA  Sector  4D  Operations 
Plan.  All  such  planning  within  Massachusetts  has  been  carried 
out  in  accord  with  general  guidance  from  the  Office  of  Civil  De- 
fense and  Mobilization. 

All  citizens  of  Charlemont,  all  municipal  officials  and  em- 
ployees, and  all  business  and  industrial  organizations  and  insti- 
tutions v/ithin  Charlemont  will  utilize  this  Operations  Plan  as  the 
basis  of  their  respective  Civil  Defense  preparations.  They  are 
urged  to  make  such  preparations  in  order  to  minimize  the  effects 
of  any  enemy  attack  should  it  occur. 

The  Charlemont  Operations  Plan  is  effective  1  February  1964 
and  will  remain  in  effect  until  this  authority  revokes  it.  From  time 
to  time  the  CD  Director  of  Charlemont  may  issue  amendments 
or  revisions  of  the  plan,  but  it  is  believed  to  be  sufficiently  flex- 
ible to  be  adapted  to  further  development  of  offensive  and  de- 
fensive methods.

LOCAL  CIVIL  DEFENSE  ACTION 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  director  to  coordinate  the  emer- 
gency functions  of  existing  departments  vdthin  the  town  and  to 
establish  additional  staff  sections  to  supplement  the  areas  not 
covered  by  these  day  to  day  departments.  The  fire,  police  and 
engineering  services  are  examples  of  existing  departments  that 
mold  into  the  Civil  Defense  structure.  Such  sections  as  opera- 
tions, warning,  radiological,  public  information  and  shelter  are 
beyond  the  day  to  day  functions  of  local  government  and  must 
be  established  under  the  civil  defense  program. 
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It  was  to  fulfill  the  obligations  mentioned  above  that  the 
local  Civil  Defense  Agency  went  into  operations  at  3:00  A.M. 
March  10,  1966. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  first  emergency  fire  and  police  per- 
sonnel at  the  wreck  scene  March  9,  the  presence  of  the  chlorine 
car  with  its  potential  threat  was  known.  At  2:00  A.M.  March  10 
Mr.  Bonacker  of  Hooker  Chemical  Co.  arrived  on  the  scene.  The 
conference  with  railroad  officials,  Mr.  Bonacker,  local  police,  local 
firemen  and  your  CD  Director;  at  the  time  acting  as  night  fire 
officer;  established  the  fact  that  the  chlorine  car  presented  a  le- 
thal threat  to  the  Town  of  Charlemont.  An  accurate  damage  as- 
sessment of  the  tank  car  could  not  be  accomplished. 

From  the  conference  with  Mr.  Bonacker  it  was  established 
that  there  would  be  only  minutes  between  the  time  of  a  chlorine 
leak  and  the  arrival  of  this  lethal  gas  into  the  village  proper.  As 
no  one  could  give  assurance  that  there  would  be  no  leak  it  be- 
came apparent  that  the  action,  which  is  now  history,  should  be 
initiated. 

Between  the  hours  of  3:00  A.M.  March  10  and  4:00  P.M. 
March  15  every  citizen  of  Charlemont  became  involved  in  this 
^CD  action. 

To  the  fifty  or  more  staff  members  and  volunteers  this  meant 
implementing  an  evacuation  program  and  then  a  continued  oper- 
ational security  effort.  To  the  remainder  of  the  townsfolk  this 
meant  a  sudden  and  unexpected  departure  from  their  homes  to 
be  away  from  the  area  of  this  unknown  threat. 

To  the  many  workers,  whether  they  were  firemen,  police- 
men, civil  defense  volunteers,  or  personnel  from  other  communi- 
ties and  to  the  citizens  of  Charlemont  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks 
for  your  unhesitating  cooperation  during  those  hours  of  potential 
threat.  This  experience  has  proven  a  need  for  Civil  Defense  even 
in  the  small  community  and  the  local  effort  by  all  proved  that  it 
can  be  accomplished. 

What  of  the  future? 

To  further  our  understanding  of  the  overall  Civil  Defense 
structure  this  Agency  participated  in  an  eleven  evening  training 
program  at  Sector  4D  Headquarters  in  Greenfield.  I  am  pleased 
to  announce  that  the  following  staff  members  attended  appropriate 
evenings  of  instruction:

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  people  of  the  Town  of 
Charlemont,  I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Chief  of  Police. 

I  received  many  calls  during  the  year,  most  of  which  required 
investigation.  Members  of  the  Charlemont  Police  Department  have 
assisted  the  state  police  at  several  accidents. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  notices  from  the  Regis- 
try of  Motor  Vehicles  of  eight  (8)  suspended  licenses  and  three 
(3)  revoked  licenses  in  the  Town  of  Charlemont.  Three  (3)  gun 
dealer's  licenses  and  twenty-seven  (27)  pistol  permits  (eight  (8) 
of  which  were  new  and  nineteen  (19)  of  which  were  renewals) 
have  been  issued.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
WESTERN  FRANKLIN  PUBLBC  HEALTH  DISTRICT  —  1966 


Public  Health  activities  in  Charlemont,  Hawley,  Heath  and 
Rowe  included  many  types  of  services  to  folks  of  all  ages. 

Nursing  visits  were  made  under  the  family  doctors  orders 
except  for  First  Aid  or  in  an  emergency. 

In  April  we  were  about  ready  for  an  immunization  clinic 
for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  cough  when  mumps  broke 
out.  Charlemont  had  97  cases  -  Hawley  33  -  Heath  10  -  but 
none  in  Rowe.  There  must  have  been  many  other  cases  not  re- 
ported to  me.  The  State  Department  of  Health  says  all  contagious 
diseases  must  be  reported.  Mothers— iplea.se  notify  me  -  (phone 
339-4906)  if  your  child  has  a  contagious  disease  so  I  can  check 
children  in  the  schools  and  notify  the  State. 

School  physical  examinations  were  given  by  Dr.  Samuel  Galbo 
for  the  High,  Hawlemont  and  Rowe  Schools  and  by  Dr.  Mark  Pur- 
inton  in  the  Branch  School  of  Heath.  Very  few  defects  needing 
family  doctor  attention  were  found  and  these  were  reported  to 
the  parents.  The  need  of  dental  attention  is  great.  Toothache 
drops  help  a  severe  ache  some  but  only  the  dentist  and  regular 
brushing  will  save  those  teeth!  Please  keep  the  orange  dental 
certificates  coming  back.  Each  year  the  total  number  of  certi- 
ficates in  each  school  is  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  annual  vision  testing  of  every  pupil  showed  better  vision 
this  year.  The  number  failing  a  retest  follows:  Charlemont  7  - 
Hawley  3  -  Heath  5  and  Rowe  3.  The  mother  is  always  notified 
and  a  visit  to  an  eye  specialist  is  advised.  .  They  do  go— as  vision 
is  too  precious  to  neglect.  <  ,  ^ 

Mrs.  Beda  Langevin  tested  the  hearing  of  all  pupils  indi- 
vidually with  a  Pure  Tone  audiometer.  Failing  the  retest  were 
Charlemont  1  -  Hawley  4  -  Heath  1  and  Rowe  0.  Without  medi- 
cal attention,  a  neglected  ear  infection  could  lead  to  a  chronic 
condition  and  a  permanent  hearing  loss.  See  your  doctor  for  posi- 
tive diagnosis.  ^  v 

All  pupils  were  weighed  and  measured.  With  the  nourishing 
hot  lunches  now  there  are  very  few  who  do  not  have  a  regular 
gain  in  weight.  A  good  day  starts  with  a  good  breakfast. 

A  modified  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  course  was  given  to  all 
senior  High  School  girls.  They  learned  how  to  give  simple  care 
and  comfort  to  a  sick  person  in  the  home.  There  were  5  girls  from 
Charlemont  -  3  from  Hawley  and  1  from  Heath. 
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A  preschool  eye  test  chart  of  Snellen  Rating  was  obtained 
for  Well  Child  Conference  testing  and  loaned  to  the  Head  Start 
program.  On  it  are  little  silhouettes  of  articles  instead  of  the  usual 
Es. 

The  annual  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  in  July  at  the 
Hawlemont  School  for  Charlemont,  Hawley  and  Heath  and  in  the 
Rowe  School  for  Rowe's  little  folks.  More  was  offered  for  the 
child's  health  this  year.  Dr.  M.  B.  Low  gave  an  excellent  physical 
examination.  Mrs.  John  Pray  discussed  the  nutrition  of  the  child 
with  the  mother  and  Mrs.  Shelben  Osborne  checked  the  children's 
teeth  and  helped  the  mothers  with  dental  problems.  After  the 
children  were  weighed  and  measured,  a  urine  test  for  sugar  was 
done.  For  those  age  4  or  older,  a  vision  test  was  kiven.  Dr.  Low 
gave  immunizations— only  2  of  the  most  needed  ones  might  be 
had  at  one  time.  It  could  be  diphtheria,  pertussis  &  tetanus  or  a 
measles  prevention  shot,  or  a  small  pox  vaccination  or  a  dose  of 
Tri  Sabin  Polio  vaccine.  Many  of  the  little  tots  had  1  or  2  of 
these. 

The  attendance  was  as  follows: 
Charlemont  —  July  28  and  29  —  51  came. 
Hawley  -  July  22  -  23  came. 
Heath  -  July  25  -  25  came. 
Rowe  —  July  26  —  25  came. 

Mothers— are  your  children's  immunizations  up  to  date?  See 
your  family  doctor  for  any  that  are  needed.  If  you  have  questions 
concerning  school  or  clinic  records— I  would  be  glad  to  help  you. 

This  spring  we  plan  to  have  an  immunization  school  clinic 
for  diphtheria  &  tetanus— to  give  a  booster  or  1  shot.  Preschool 
children  will  be  invited.  Whooping  cough  vaccine  will  be  includ- 
ed for  them. 

Infant,  Preschool,  prenatal,  crippled  children,  home  visits  in 
relation  to  school  children  and  adult  health  visits  were  made  in 
the  Towns  for  health  services.

CHANGES  IN  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 

Changes  in  the  Pubhc  Assistance  program  during  1966  in- 
clude: enrollment  of  OAA  and  MAA  recipients  for  Medicare  ben- 
efits under  Social  Security;  application  for  Special  Age— 72  Social 
Security  benefits  for  eligible  recipients;  revision  of  Standards  of 
Assistance  in  all  categories;  Eligibility  revisions;  Cost  of  Living 
Adjustment;  revision  of  the  Medical  Care  Plan;  new  Medical  As- 
sistance Program;  numerous  changes  in  accounting,  claiming,  bill- 
ing, reporting  and  payroll  procedures. 

In  the  District:  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Phyllis  L.  Heist  as 
Director  became  effective  May  1,  1966,  and  many  of  the  changes 
noted  above  were  accomplished  during  her  service.  As  the  new 
Director  I  can  and  do  appreciate  the  excellent  job  she  did  and 
has  always  done,  and  she  is  greatly  missed  by  those  with  whom 
she  worked  and  all  who  had  contacts  with  her. 

Concerning  the  budget:  due  to  mandatory  increases  as  re- 
quired by  amendments  to  the  Welfare  Compensation  Plan,  effec- 
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tive  July  1,  1966,  the  budget  is  higher;  and  more  available  funds 
are  needed  from  the  Towns  than  have  been  proposed  under 
previous  budgets.  Since  Federal  and  State  reimbursements,  ap- 
proximating five-sixths  of  total  District  costs,  are  received  two 
months  or  more  after  the  quarter  during  which  disbursements 
are  made,  use  of  money  from  these  sources  is  delayed.  This  neces- 
sitates having  funds  available  in  the  District  treasury  sufficient  to 
meet  expenses.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Finance  Committee's  report  for  the  year  1966  is  submit- 
ted with  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  the  various 
town  departments  in  keeping  town  expenses  within  reasonable 
bounds.  We  have  given  numerous  approvals  involving  transfer 
of  funds  from  the  reserve  to  such  accounts  as  are  essential  to  the 
operation  of  town  business.  In  fact,  we  are  recommending  that 
the  Reserve  Fund  be  increased  from  the  usual  $2,500  to  $3,000.00. 

You  will  notice  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount  recom- 
mended for  Civil  Defense.  We  have  nothing  but  praise  for  the 
efficient  manner  in  which  the  Charlemont  Civil  Defense  handled 
the  emergency  caused  by  the  derailment  of  a  tank  of  lethal  gas 
on  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad.  The  present  world  unrest 
could  erupt  into  a  situation  where  Civil  Defense  operations  would 
be  imperative.  We  cannot  be  too  alert. 

We  have  approved  an  increase  in  funds  for  the  improvement 
of  Memorial  Park.  We  appreciate  the  fact  that  a  great  deal  of 
volunteer  work  has  been  given  in  this  area.  Certainly  Charlemont 
has  been  blessed  with  a  site  of  unusual  scenic  beauty,  and  it  would 
be  wonderful  if  a  great  deal  more  of  volunteer  effort  could  be 
poured  out  to  hasten  this  project  along  toward  its  vast  potential 
as  a  recreational  facility. 

The  town  garage  and  adjacent  area  is  something  in  which 
we  can  take  pride;  it  is  of  course  another  case  in  which  volun- 
teer work  has  had  a  decided  effect.  It  seems  highly  possible  that 
when  the  new  fire  station  is  built  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present 
town  facilities,  a  noteworthy  saving  could  be  made  if  those  capable 
could  volunteer  much  time  for  the  good  of  the  cause. 

All  of  which  prompts  us  to  say  that  we  have  deep  faith  in  the 
community  spirit  in  Charlemont,  and  we  hope  that  this  fine  spirit 
will  continue  to  lead  us  on  toward  a  better  Charlemont.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Town  of  Charlemont  has  begun  its  third  century  with 
changes,  some  of  which  are  noted  in  the  Assessor's  Office. 

The  State  reimbursement  formula  used  for  many  years  has 
been  replaced  by  a  new  one  which  is  entirely  different,  and  in 
Charlemont's  case  is  less  advantageous,  resulting  in  a  loss  in 
revenue  of  approximately  $21,000  over  last  year.  However,  the 
new  sales  tax  yielded  about  $17,000  in  new  funds  so  that  the  net 
loss  for  the  year  was  only  about  $4,000. 

Another  change  in  the  exemptions  granted  to  our  older  citi- 
zens under  clause  41  made  it  necessary  for  the  board  to  re-process 
most  of  those  applications  and  to  grant  an  additional  $4,000  in 
abatements,  thereby  helping  to  reduce  our  available  funds  for 
1967.  ;  .:  ^■ 

Renovations,  removals,  and  new  construction,  along  with  de- 
preciation have  kept  the  board  quite  occupied  with  appraisal  work. 
On  this  matter  we  have  received  much  assistance  from  the  State 
Assessment  System  of  which  Charlemont  is  a  member. 

Some  things  that  have  not  changed  are:  our  willingness  to 
try  to  answer  any  questions  taxpayers  may  have  and  our  thanks 
to  you  all  for  your  continued  cooperation  which  enables  us  to 
perform  our  duties  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

(b)  A  special  permit  to  keep  more  than  two  unregistered 
motor  vehicles  on  any  premises  not  within  an  enclosed  build- 
ing, after  a  duly  caUed  public  hearing  at  which  all  abutters  to 
tlie  premises  have  received  notice,  may  be  granted  by  the 
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Board  of  Selectmen,  if  it  finds  that  such  keeping  (1)  is  in 
harmony  with  the  general  pmposes  and  intent  of  this  by-law; 
(2)  will  not  adversely  affect  the  neighborhood;  and  (3)  will 
not  be  a  nuisance. 

(c)  All  such  special  permits  granted  shall  limit  the  number 
of  unregistered  motor  vehicles  to  be  kept  on  the  premises 
by  the  permit  holder,  shall  not  run  with  the  land,  and  shall 
be  limited  to  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

( d )  This  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  motor  vehicles  which  are 
designed  and  used  for  farming  purposes  or  to  contractors' 
equipment  nor  to  landowners  or  tenants  v/ho  store  motor  ve- 
hicles out  of  sight  of  abutters  and  public  ways. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  Chapter 
1  of  these  by-laws,  whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $2.00  per  day  for  each 
day  of  violation  commencing  ten  days  following  the  date  of 
receipt  of  written  notice  of  such  violation  from  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Taxes  will  be  higher  in  1968.  Our  State  Auditors  have  ad- 
vised us  to  expect  a  substantial  increase  in  our  tax  rate. 

With  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  education,  the  more  frequent 
requests  for  better  sanding  and  plowing  of  our  roads  and  the  sud- 
den increase  in  cost  of  Pubhc  Welfare  due  to  the  Medicaid  pro- 
gram we  must  face  an  increase  in  our  taxes. 

The  Administration  and  cost  of  Public  Welfare  will  be  taken 
from  the  towns  by  the  State  on  July  1  and  would  appear  to  be  a 
saving  in  expenses  for  the  towns  but  we  should  curb  our  optimism 
until  we  are  sure  that  increased  state  taxes  and  decreased  state 
aid  to  the  towns  does  not  nullify  our  anticipated  gain. 

Chapter  90  construction  work  was  continued  on  Mountain 
Road  this  year  and  Chapter  90  Maintenance  money  was  used  to 
widen  Zoar  Road. 

Chapter  81  Maintenance  and  Improvement  work  was  done 
on  the  Warner  Hill  Road,  Maxwell  Road,  Oxbow  Road,  and 
Burnt  Hill  Road. 

A  new  Dodge  truck  was  added  to  our  Highway  Department 
equipment  as  authorized  by  our  1967  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Our  "Free  Cash"  as  of  January  1,  1967  v/as  $19,136.87.  We 
do  not  yet  have  the  figure  for  January  1,  1968. 

We  have  had  six  special  Town  meetings  this  past  year.  The 
actions  taken  at  these  meetings  are  written  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

We  have  found  it  necessary  to  borrow  money,  to  conduct  the 
Town's  business,  twice  in  1967.  The  money  was  borrov/ed  in  an- 
ticipation of  State  reimbursements  and  of  local  tax  receipts. 

W^e  sincerely  thank  all  our  local  organizations,  and  indivi- 
duals, who  helped  make  our  children's  Christmas  Party 
so  pleasant  and  colorful  and  "Tnanks"  to  the  Mass.  Electric  Co. 
and  the  men  who  decorated  the  tree  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall. 

We  find  it  necessary  to  warn  all  residents  that  as  soon  as  the 
snow  is  gone  in  the  spring  we  must  enforce  the  new  Town  By- 
Law  pertaining  to  the  keeping  of  more  than  two  unregistered 
vehicles.  We  have  had  several  complaints  about  violations  of  this 
By-Law  and  our  warnings  to  violators  have  been  ignored.  We 
must  now  enforce  the  By-Laws  as  voted  by  our  Town  Meeting.

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  second 
.\nnual  RepK>rt. 

The  year  1967  was  a  year  of  major  change  in  education  in 
this  area.  It  witnessed  the  phasing  out  of  the  small  local  high 
schools  and  the  opening  of  the  new  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High 
School.  This,  in  essence,  resolved  the  major  problems  of  secondary 
education.  In  so  doing,  hovv^ever,  it  has  brought  into  even  sharper 
focus  the  need  for  radical  change  in  terms  of  the  elementary 
structm*e  that  presently  exists.  Factually,  there  is  a  growing  aware- 
ness that  education  in  this  area  w^ili  be  significantly  improved 
when  the  present  elementary  and  secondary  distinctions  are  aban- 
doned and  a  single  unified  school  district  encompassing  Kinder- 
garten through  Grade  Twelve  is  formed. 

In  this  regard,  the  year  was  marked  by  an  increased  effort 
on  the  part  of  all  local  communities  to  resolve  this  situation.  There 
is  almost  unanimous  agreement  that  area  education  would  be  serv- 
ed most  efficiently  by  imification.  There  are,  however,  major 
questions  as  to  how  this  can  best  be  accomplished.  As  a  medium 
through  which  these  questions  might  be  discussed,  an  Educational 
Council  consisting  of  a  representative  from  each  Town  and  ele- 
mentary school  district  has  been  formed  and  is  presently  func- 
tioning. 

Of  major  consequence  to  education  in  this  area,  and  perhaps 
directly  related  to  the  matter  of  regionalization,  are  the  recent 
enactments  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  relating  to  kin- 
dergarten and  physical  education  and  the  impending  measures 
that  will  establish  state  minimums  for  class  size  and  school  dis- 
trict size.  While  at  present  the  impact  of  these  measures  will  vary 
locally,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  total  compliance  in  this  area 
can  best  be  achieved  through  the  creation  of  a  single  region.  Es- 
sentially, the  obvious  need  for  articulation  in  terms  of  educational 
programs  and  the  impending  need  for  compliance  with  new 
State  Department  requirements  seem  to  assure  the  eventual  ere  Ti- 
tian of  a  single  Kindergarten  through  Grade  Twelve  District. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Hawlemont  staff,  the 
Hav/lemont  Committee,  and  the  citizens  of  Charlemont  and  Haw- 
lev  for  their  cooperation  and  understanding.

METHOD  OF  ASSESSMENT  OF  THE  1968  BUDGET 

Operational  Budget 

The  agreement  stipulates  that  this  portion  of  the  budget  be 
determined  on  a  per  pupil  basis  by  using  the  enrollment  in  the 
Regional  District  from  each  member  town  as  of  October  1st  of 
the  preceding  year.  On  October  1,  1967,  there  were  30  students 
from  the  Town  of  Hawley  and  113  students  from  the  Town  of 
Charlemont.  Therefore,  the  operational  percentage  for  Hawley 
is  20.98%  and  the  percentage  for  Charlemont  is  79.02%.  The  op- 
erational budget  for  1968  is  $114,583.  There  will  be  an  estimated 
reimbursement  to  the  Region  of  $21,660*.  A  balance  of  $256.43 
from  the  1966  appropriation  is  available.

REPORT  OF 
THE  TEACHING-PRINCIPAL 


HAWLEMONT  REGIONAL  SCHOOL 


I  begin  this  annual  report— my  first— with  an  expression  of  ap- 
preciation to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the  Hawle- 
mont  Staff,  the  townspeople,  and  Dr.  Heffeman,  for  the  kind- 
nesses, comtesies,  and  assistance  given  me.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
work  with  loyal  and  dedicated  people. 

The  facts  contained  herein  pertain  only  to  the  first  four 
months  of  the  1967-68  school  year. 


was  145.  This  enrollment  reflects,  since  September  1966,  an  in- 
crease of  four  students. 

Two  new  members  have  joined  the  Hawlemont  Teaching 
Staff.  Mrs.  Katherine  Porrovecchio  was  elected  to  succeed  Mrs. 
Winifred  Looney,  grade  six  teacher,  who  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  at  the  Mohawk  Regional  School.  Mrs.  Thelma  Rowland 
succeeds  Mrs.  Clara  Cook  as  music  supervisor.  In  October  Mrs. 
Martha  Conant,  remedial  reading  teacher,  resigned  to  accept  an 
assignment  at  the  Buckland-Shelbume  Regional  School.  At  the 
present  time  a  replacement  has  not  been  appointed. 

An  outstanding  event  in  the  Hawlemont  School  year  was  the 
action  taken  by  the  voters  at  a  special  Town  meeting  in  August 
when  approval  was  granted  for  use  of  the  high  school  facilities  by 
the  elementary  students.  This  was  a  tremendous  step  forward  in 
the  process  of  modernizing  our  educational  program.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  brief  resume  of  the  changes  thus  implemented. 

1.  The  audio- visual  center  is  located  on  the  second  floor  in  the 
west  class  room.  This  area,  equipped  with  black-out  curtains,  is 
ideal  for  using  films,  filmstrips,  slides,  and  opaque  projectors. 
Teachers  no  longer  carry  heavy  machines  and  screens  from  room 
to  room  or  set  up  chairs  fo  use  on  the  stage.  It  is  now  a  pleasure 
to  plan  work  wifli  this  equipment,  realizing  that  we  will  not  have 
to  compete  with  a  noisy  gymnasium.  The  machines  and  screens 
remain  in  the  audio-visual  room.  This  will  greatly  reduce  the  abuse 
resulting  from  continued  moving. 

2.  The  Opportunity  Class  is  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  sec- 
ond floor.  This  great  change  was  a  relief  to  Mrs.  Grace  Raymond 
and  her  students,  who  had  been  located  in  a  basement  room  for 
12  years.  Chalk  boards,  convenient  shelves  for  storage,  plenty  of 
light  and  space  are  a  few  of  the  benefits  now  enjoyed  by  this 
class.  The  basement  room,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Opportunity

Class,  is  now  used  by  this  group  only  for  handicraft  and  cooking. 
Here  projects  can  be  continued  from  week  to  week  witliout  inter- 
ruption. 

3.  The  pride  of  the  entire  staff  is  the  hbrary  on  the  second  floor. 
This  middle  space  was  formerly  an  assembly  room.  Much  of  the 
equipment  for  this  learning  center  was  inherited.  The  best  furni- 
ture left  in  the  building  w^as  collected,  stacks  and  study  tables 
were  relocated,  and  a  total  of  1500  books  arranged.  Classroom 
book  collections  in  the  Hawlemont  building  were  moved  to  this 
new  school  library.  As  beneficiaries  of  a  Title  II  grant  and 
$500.00  from  the  Stephen  Leonard  Fund  we  have  added  ap- 
proximately 500  new  books.  Generous  friends  and  Reading  Club 
members  have  contributed  several  new  volumes  of  gi'eat  value  to 
our  students  and  teachers.  Original  research  is  now  challenging 
work  for  students  from,  grades  four,  five  and  six.  This  type  of 
privilege  throws  the  responsibility  for  study  upon  students  desir- 
ing greater  learning.  By  assuming  these  new  responsibilities  and 
privileges,  they  can  develop  an  ideal  pattern  for  later  life. 

4.  The  east  room  of  the  first  floor  is  the  elementary  science  lab- 
oratorv.  This  facility  gives  grades  five  and  six  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  work  on  experiments  and  to  supplement  the  science  pro- 
gi-am  by  attempting  advanced  experiments  outlined  in  recent  pub- 
lications. Several  of  these  new  science  books  are  available  to  all 
teachers  and  students. 

5.  The  middle  and  the  west  room  of  the  first  floor  are  used  by 
Head  Start  Classes  under  the  very  capable  direction  of  Mrs. 
Janet  Dyer.  Charlemont  is  extremely  fortunate  to  have  secured 
funds  for  this  project  under  Title  I  grants.  Observers  of  the  pro- 
gress made  by  this  class  are  fully  convinced  that  pre-school  and 
kindergarten  training  are  a  vital  part  of  a  modem  school  program. 

In  summary,  the  addition  of  the  high  school  facilities  has 
provided  Hawlemont  School  children  with  far  better  educational 
advantages  than  were  possible  before.  For  the  use  of  this  added 
learning  center  we  are  most  grateful. 

Schedule  Changes 

1.  A  regulation  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  on 
Nov.  1,  1967  now  makes  it  mandatory  for  elementary  children  to 
have  physical  education  classes  every  school  day— a  total  of  100 
minutes  per  week.  This  necessitated  a  complete  revision  of  the 
program.  Classes  are  scheduled  daily  in  the  Hawlemont  gymna- 
sium from  9:40  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  Bells  no  longer  ring  during  the 
day  as  each  teacher  plans  her  own  intermissions  or  recesses. 

2.  Library,  science  laboratory,  and  audio-visual  scheduling  is  ar- 
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ranged  every  morning  as  each  teacher  makes  known  her  plans  for 
the  day  or  week.  Tnis  system  has  eliminated  any  conflicts  of 
room  use  in  the  learning  center. 

3.  Mrs.  Grace  Raymond  has  generously  offered  her  assistance 
with  the  remedial  reading  program.  At  present  eleven  children 
from  grades  one  through  six  work  with  the  Opportunity  Class  at 
a  time  when  their  learning  difficulties  are  best  remedied.  These 
children  are  receiving  special  help  in  phonics,  reading  speed  and 
comprehension,  and  spelling.  This  plan  is  working  with  remark- 
able success  since  each  child  is  given  much  needed  individual  at- 
tention. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Maynard  and  her  assistant,  Mrs.  Grace  Staf- 
ford, are  to  be  commended  for  their  excellent  sevice  in  the  cafe- 
teria. They  are  presently  preparing  a  minimum  of  170  meals 
daily.  Approximately  95  per  cent  of  the  children  and  staff  parti- 
cipate in  the  Hot  Lunch  Program. 

Miss  Dorothy  Morehouse,  R.N.  continues  successfully  to  sup- 
ervise our  basic  health  program.  She  is  to  be  complemented  for 
her  thorough  follow-up  work  after  physicals  are  completed  and 
vision  and  hearing  are  tabulated.  Her  pre-school  health  records 
are  a  real  asset  to  primary  teachers,  who  need  all  the  information 
possible  to  help  the  littie  people  adjust  to  an  entirely  new  en- 
vironment. 

Mrs.  Beda  Langevin  is  conducting  a  class  ia  speech  therapy 
weekly.  This  service  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  our  regular 
school  program. 

Custodians  Charles  Purinton  and  Earl  Maynard  Jr.,  are  con- 
stantly alert  to  the  needs  of  the  staff  and  student  body.  They 
willingly  do  all  the  little  extras  that  are  so  necessary.  Their  de- 
pendability and  cooperation  are  of  great  assistance. 

This  year  the  School  Committee  appointed  Mrs.  Katherine 
Raymond  as  full-time  secretary  and  teacher  aide.  Mrs.  Raymond's 
efficiency  plus  her  friendly  and  understanding  manner  with  chil- 
dren have  enabled  her  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  assign- 
ment most  successfully.  Without  such  capable  assistance  it  would 
be  impossible  for  a  teaching-principal  to  perform  duties  effective- 
ly- 

In  the  Hawlemont  School  there  has  been  steady  progress 
toward  maintaining  high  standards  of  education.  Toward  contin- 
ued progress,  I  would  like  to  make  the  following  suggestions  for 
consideration: 
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A.  Initiate  departmental  programming  in  grades  fovir,  five 
and  six. 

B.  Appoint  a  part-time  school  librarian  for  the  Hawlemont 
School 

C.  Plan  for  a  kindergarten  class. 

D.  Employ  an  elementary  adjustment  counselor  and  a  phy- 
sical education  instructor  for  Union  No.  21. 

Though  a  favorable  decision  concerning  these  recommendations 
would  be  costly,  they  are  all  necessary  for  high  quality  education. 

I  appreciate  the  opportimity  of  serving  as  teaching-principal 
in  the  Haw^lemont  School  It  is  a  rewarding  privilege  to  work  with 
children  in  this  community. 

The  staff  of  the  Hawlemont  encourages  all  parents  and 
friends  to  visit  schools.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MOHAWK  TRAIL 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


Although  not  100  per  cent  complete,  the  Mohawk  Trail  Reg- 
ional School  opened  its  doors  to  receive  the  first  students  on  Sep- 
tember 12,  1967.  The  students  entering  this  date  numbered  some 
917  from  the  nine  towns  comprising  the  Mohawk  District.  The 
school  was  orginally  scheduled  to  open  on  September  6,  but  at  a 
special  meeting  on  August  30,  1967,  the  committee  decided  to  de- 
lay opening  until  the  12th.  This  action  enabled  the  construction 
crews  to  complete  the  connecting  corridors  from  the  main  build- 
ing to  the  classroom  wing.  Subsequent  to  the  opening  in  Septem- 
ber, we  saw  the  completion  of  the  library,  the  music  room,  the 
kitchen,  which  started  to  serve  hot  lunches  on  November  27, 
1967.  At  this  writing  the  auditorium  is  scheduled  for  completion 
in  December,  1967,  as  ai'e  the  boys'  and  girls'  locker  rooms.  It  is 
expected  that  the  gymnasium  will  be  completed  about  the  middle 
of  January.  The  committee  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Wed- 
nesday of  each  month  in  the  Conference  Room  at  the  school. 
These  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  the  public  is  always 
welcome  to  sit  in. 

Some  areas  covered  by  your  committee  this  past  year  follow: 

TRANSPORTATION 

Sub-committee  charged  with  transportation  for  the  students 
attending  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  consisted  of:  Mr.  Kendall 
Abbott  of  Buckland,  who  replaced  Mr.  Bernard  Shippee  of  Buck- 
land  as  chairman  of  this  sub-committee;  Mr.  Roger  Scott  of  Ash- 
field,  who  replaced  Mr.  G.  M.  Phelps,  Jr.  and  Miss  Doris  Askew 
of  Charlemont.  After  many  hours  of  meetings  and  estabHshing  bus 
routes,  the  committee  recommended  to  the  fuU  committee  that 
we  should  advertise  for  bids.  Bids  were  opened  and  awarded  on 
April  21  to  the  successful  low  bidders.  This  included  Mr.  Gerald 
A.  Shippee  of  Buckland  on  15  bus  routes  for  a  net  price  of  $374 
a  day.  This  bid  included  two  leased  buses  for  the  school  use. 
Successful  feeder  route  bidders  were  Francis  R.  Stetson,  Jr.  of 
Charlemont;  Fred  Huebner  of  Heath;  and  Charles  R.  Dumas  of 
Cokain.  On  September  13,  1967,  an  additional  feeder  route  at 
Harris  Mountain  Road,  Charlemont,  was  awarded  to  Mrs.  Esther 
Harris  of  Charlemont  for  $8.00  a  day.  On  September  27,  1967,  a 
sub-committee  to  review  bus  transportation  and  some  of  the  feed- 
er routes  was  established  consisting  of  Mr.  Roger  E.  Scott  of 
Ashfield,  Chairman;  Mr.  Hobart  Raymond  of  Hawley;  and  Mr. 
Lawrence  Shearer,  Jr.,  of  Colrain.  This  committee  on  October  11 
recommended  minor  changes  in  bus  routes  in  the  towns  of  Ash- 
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field  and  Hawley,  plus  the  establishment  of  additional  feeder 
routes  in  East  Hawley  and  Buckland  Center. 

It  was  the  vote  of  the  committee  to  reimburse  parents  for 
Vocational  Transportation  at  the  rate  of  10  cents  a  mile. 
EQUIPMENT 

Some  of  the  major  equipment  bids  awarded  tliis  past  year 
consisted  of  a  bid  in  the  amount  of  $13,340.85  for  Library  Fur- 
niture awarded  to  Cascade  School  SuppHes,  North  Adams.  A  Ran- 
dom Access  Laboratory  (Language  Laboratory)  was  awarded  to 
Chester  Electronics,  Chester,  Coimecticut,  in  the  amount  of 
$31,700.  Awards  were  made  on  May  31,  1967,  for  the  majorit)' 
of  the  school  equipment,  including  supphes,  classroom  furniture, 
etc.  Industrial  .Arts  and  Shop  Equipment  was  awarded  to  various 
low  bidders  on  August  30  for  the  total  amount  of  $21,117.97. 
Holyoke  Equipment  Company  with  the  low  bid  of  $11,200  was 
awarded  a  contract  to  supply  Kitchen  Equipment  in  the  Cafe- 
teria.

A  sub-committee  to  study  and  recommend  administrators' 
salary  schedules  and  contracts  consisting  of  Mr.  Ray  Willis  of 
Charlem.ont,  Chairman;  Mr.  Guy  Manners  of  Shelbume;  and  Mr. 
Roger  Scott  of  Ashfield. 

A  salary  sub-committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Kendall  Abbott  of 
Buckland,  Chairman;  Miss  Doris  Askew,  Charlemont;  and  Mr. 
Paul  Lively  of  Heath. 

A  budget  sub-committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Ralph  Wells, 
Chairman;  Mr.  Harold  Harris,  Shelbume;  and  Mr.  Russell  Deni- 
son,  CoLrain. 

A  sub-committee  appoiated  to  study  the  feasibihty  of  con- 
structing a  fire  pond  for  the  source  of  water  in  the  event  of 
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fire,  consisting  of  Mr.  Lawrence  Shearer,  Jr.,  of  Colrain,  Chair- 
man; Mr.  Paul  Lively,  Heath;  and  Mr.  Harold  Harris,  Shelbime. 
The  fire  pond  has  been  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $892.90  and  pro- 
vides approximately  120,000  gallons  of  water. 

A  sub-committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Kendall  Abbott  of  Buck- 
land,  Chairman;  Mr.  Roger  Scott  of  Ashfield;  and  Mr.  Paul  Live- 
ly, Heath,  to  study  and  make  recommendations  to  the  full  com- 
mittee concerning  the  recognition  of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Teachers' 
Association  as  an  organization  under  Chapter  763  of  the  Acts  of 
1965.  Recognition  granted  by  the  committee  on  December  13, 
1967,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  763,  Acts  of  1965  to  the 
teachers'  Association. 

The  above  sub-committees  spent  many  hours  this  past  year 
studying  their  assigned  tasks  ana  have  reported  back  to  the  full 
committee  with  their  recommendations,  which  for  the  most  part 
were  adopted  in  full. 

GIFTS  TO  THE  MOHAWK  TRAIL  REGIONAL  SCHOOL 

The  committee  has  very  gratefully  accepted  the  following 
gifts  to  the  Mohawk  School  this  past  year. 

A  fund  in  memory  of  Capt.  Paul  A.  Looney,  USMC,  was  es- 
tabhshed  to  buy  a  piece  of  scientific  equipment  for  the  science 
department. 

A  sum  of  money  for  a  memorial  planting  in  memory  of  Wil- 
liam Fay. 

The  Trustees  of  Arms  Academy  presented  the  school  v^th  a 
painting  by  Lester  Stevens  of  the  Bridge  of  Flowers  in  Shelbinme 
Falls. 

The  Kendall  Company  of  Colrain  presented  the  school  in- 
firmary vdth  a  supply  of  first-aid  equipment. 

The  Shelburne  Falls  Garage  for  a  nominal  sum  of  one  dol- 
lar each  presented  two  driver  education  cars. 

The  Deerfield  Valley  Pomona  Grange  made  a  presentation 
of  $200  to  be  expended  on  library  books  or  equipment. 

INSURANCE  COVERAGE 

Insurance  on  the  school  building  and  its  contents,  including 
extended  coverage  in  the  amoimt  of  $2,173,500  was  awarded  to 
our  insurance  broker,  George  D.  Mirick  &  Son  for  the  annual 
premium  of  $5,057.85. 

SUPERINTENDENT  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

On  April  26,  1967,  the  motion  was  made  not  to  share  the 
superintendent  with  any  other  school  union  or  district.  A  sub- 
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committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Paul  Lively  of  Heath,  Mr.  Roger 
Scott  of  Ashfield,  Mr.  Harold  Harris  of  Shelburne,  Mr.  Russell 
Denison  of  Cokain  and  Mr.  Bernard  Shippee  of  Buckland,  was 
appointed  to  study  this  motion  and  make  its  report.  Tliey  made 
their  report  on  May  11  and  the  motion  was  made  and  seconded 
and  carried  that  the  motion  stand  and  become  effective  on  the 
30th  of  June,  1967.  On  May  24,  1967,  a  motion  was  made  to  re- 
consider. The  motion  to  reconsider  lost  and  the  original  motion 
stood.  So  that  the  action  of  the  board  would  not  be  misinterpre- 
ted as  a  \'ote  of  no  confidence,  a  vote  of  confidence  for  the  sup- 
erintendent was  made  and  carried.  A  motion  was  made  on  June 
28,  1967,  to  ask  for  Mr.  Bither's  resignation.  A  motion  to  rescind 
lost  by  a  tie  vote  in  the  first  meeting  of  July  and  again  a  motion 
to  rescind  carried  on  July  26,  1967. 

The  State  Auditors  arrived  and  completed  an  audit  of  the 
books  of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District  in  February. 
The  audit  report  will  appear  under  the  district  treasurer's  report. 

On  June  14  the  committee  adopted  a  committee  procedure 
that  the  call  for  ayes  and  nays  could  be  made  by  three  members. 

A  tuition  charge  at  Mohawk  was  established  at  $600  and 
transportation  for  tuition  students  established  at  $75  a  year. 

On  July  12,  1967,  the  committee  adopted  a  payi'oll  service 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $37.50  per  payroll.  All  payroll  checks 
are  handled  by  computer  at  Third  National  Bank  in  Springfield. 

At  this  same  meeting  a  motion  was  made  to  limit  future 
school  committee  meetings  to  two  and  one  half  hours.  The  motion 
was  amended  to  make  the  effective  date  of  the  main  motion  Oc- 
to^ber  1.  Both  motions  carried. 

On  July  27,  1967,  the  committee  rejected  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  Proposal  for  the  construction  of  a  swimming  pool 
on  school  property. 

On  August  23  the  committee  authorized  the  construction  of 
track  and  field  equipment  consisting  of  shot  put  pad,  discus 
pad,  high  jump  pad  and  runway,  and  pole  vault  and  iDroad  jump 
runway. 

On  September  13  the  committee  estabHshed  the  hot  lunch 
prices  at  30  cents  per  student  and  50  cents  per  adult  with  single 
purchases  of  milk  at  4  cents  per  student  and  8  cents  per  adult. 

On  November  29  the  committee  rejected  snow  removal  bids 
and  decided  to  purchase  snow  removal  equipment.  On  Decem- 
ber 12,  1967,  the  committee  awarded  Shelburne  Falls  Garage 
the  contract  to  provide  snow  removal  equipment  of  1968  three- 
quarter  Ton  Fleetside  Pick-up  with  a  Fischer  7  and  one-half  foot 
plow  in  the  amount  of  $3,450.00. 
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Again  on  the  29th  the  conunittee  voted  to  accept  a  proposal 
by  Western  Mass  Electric  to  install  four  20,000  lumen  lights  in 
the  yard— three  to  be  placed  in  the  large  parking  lot  and  one  to 
be  placed  in  the  faculty  parking  lot  at  a  total  cost  of  $30  per 
month. 

The  committee  appointed  Orin  Ball  of  Shelbume  as  atten- 
dance officer. 

The  committee  voted  to  allow  the  Town  of  Buckland  to  con- 
duct its  annual  Town  meeting  in  the  school  auditorium  in  Feb- 
ruary of  each  year. 

The  committee  engaged  the  services  of  Dr.  Samuel  J.  Galbo 
of  Shelburne  to  be  the  scnool  physician. 

FINANCIAL 

On  October  25,  1967,  the  committee  adopted  a  tentative 
operating  budget  of  $774,357  into  this  transferring  anticipated 
receipts  and  surplus  revenue  in  the  amount  of  $94,357,  leaving  a 
net  to  be  assessed  from  the  member  towns  of  $680,000.  The  cap- 
ital budget  in  the  amount  of  $247,400  transferring  surplus  of 
$53,400,  leaving  a  net  assessment  to  the  member  towns  of 
$194,000.  The  Vocational  Budget  was  adopted  in  the  amount  of 
$32,600.  To  this  we  are  transferring  from  anticipated  receipts,  the 
sum  of  $7,600  leaving  a  net  assessment  to  the  member  towns 
with  the  exception  of  Ashfield,  who  is  to  administer  their  own  vo- 
cational program,  and  the  Town  of  Heath,  who  does  not  have  any 
vocational  students,  a  net  of  $25,000. 

COMMITTEE  PERSONNEL 

With  the  annual  Tovm  meetings  in  the  Member  towns  in  the 
spring  of  the  year,  Mr.  Lawrence  E.  Shearer,  Jr.,  of  Cohain,  was 
appointed  as  the  representative  of  the  CoLrain  School  Commit- 
tee, replacing  Mr.  Roderick  L.  Lively.  On  March  22,  Mr.  Hobart 
Raymond  of  Hawley  was  appointed  as  the  Hawley  School  Com- 
mittee representative  to  replace  Mrs.  Forrest  Gracie;  and  in  March 
of  1967,  Mr.  Roger  E.  Scott  of  Ashfield  was  appointed  by  the 
Ashfield  School  Committee  to  be  its  representative,  replacing  Mr. 

G.  M.  Phelps,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Paul  Lively  replacing  Mrs.  Rachel 
Sumner  of  Heatli. 

At  its  organizational  meeting  in  April  of  1967  Mr.  Clement 

H.  Record  of  Ashfield  was  elected  Chairman.  Mr.  Guy  Manners, 
Jr.,  Shelburne  was  elected  Vice-Chairman;  Mr.  Ralph  W.  Wells, 
Buckland,  was  elected  Treasurer;  and  Mrs.  Rita  S.  Day  of  Ash- 
field was  engaged  as  Secretary  to  the  conmiittee.  Mrs.  Rita  S. 
Day  resigned  as  committee  secretary  on  December  27,  1967. 
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NO  SCHOOL  ANNOUNCEMENT 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency  whereby  Mohawk  woiild  not 
operate  no  school  announcements  will  be  made  at  approximately 
6:30  A.M.  over  radio  stations  WTIC,  Hartford;  WHMP,  North- 
ampton; WMNB,  North  Adams;  and  WHAI,  Greenfield. 

CONCLUSION 

The  cooperation  of  the  committee  and  the  area  school  per- 
sonnel continues  to  be  excellent.  The  problems  that  have  been 
discussed  and  solved  this  past  year  have  been  many.  Now  that 
the  confusion  of  initial  transition  from  three  area  high  schools 
into  a  regional  high  school  have  been  overcome,  the  committee 
is  confident  that  the  faculty  of  the  school  will  continue  to  operate 
a  school  in  which  all  parents  in  the  area  can  be  justly  proud.

1  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  December  31,  1967.  This  is  the  first  year  that  the 
Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High  School  has  been  operational.  Much 
of  our  concern  in  the  past  year  has  been  with  the  construction, 
hiring  of  personnel,  and  various  details  in  getting  the  school  or- 
ganized. We  are  still  in  the  process  of  finishing  the  construction 
of  the  school  and  consequently,  have  not  been  able  to  offer  a  full 
program  this  year.  Areas  not  completed  to  date  are  essentially  the 
physical  education  facihties,  the  auditorium,  and  varying  aspects 
of  the  school  library.  Therefore,  I  will  divide  my  report  into  two 
sections:  a  report  on  the  educational  aspects  of  the  program  that 
we  are  now  offering  and  the  proposed  aspects  we  plan  to  offer 
the  pupils  of  grades  seven  through  twelve  when  all  facilities  are 
completed. 

Because  of  the  rapid  doubling  of  factual  information  and  the 
increasing  demands  of  our  complex  society  upon  our  students,  we 
feel  that  yesterday's  educational  program  is  not  enough  for  the 
students  of  today.  We  are  attempting  to  offer  a  comprehensive, 
modem  curriculum  at  the  new  school.  We  are  also  trying  to  meet 
the  individual  needs  of  all  the  students  with  such  things  as  flexible 
scheduling,  large  group  activities,  small  group  activities  and  un- 
scheduled time.  We  are  setting  up  most  of  the  curriculum  into 
ability  phases  so  that  every  pupil  may  work  at  his  own  level  of 
achievement. 

One  of  the  major  deterrents  to  cm-riculum  reform  has  been 
the  structure  of  the  school  day.  Fortunately,  we  shall  be  able  to 
use  a  computer  and  this  obstacle  will  be  overcome.  Individualized 
instruction  should  emerge  from  our  computer  scheduling.  By  mak- 
ing time  a  servant,  rather  than  a  master,  of  the  program  it  may  be 
possible  to  take  full  advantage  of  staff  creativity  and  give  stu- 
dents the  opportunity  to  practice  more  responsibility  and  initia- 
tive for  learning.  It  is  our  intention  to  recognize  the  need  of  the 
students  within  the  education  program  and  to  have  continued  em- 
phasis on  genuine  commitment  to  and  an  involvement  in  learning 
hy  students  and  teachers  ahke. 

At  Mohawk  we  use  time  modules  in  place  of  the  traditional 
periods.  Actually,  there  is  not  a  great  deal  of  difference,  except 
that  the  modules  are  shorter  and  allow  for  more  flexibihty  in  the 
planning  of  the  individual  student's  program.  It  allows  for  meet- 
ing of  one  module  in  length  or  several  modules  in  length  if  the 
com"se  work  requires  it. 

The  students  are  assigned  classes  based  on  varying  levels  of 
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complexity  of  any  given  subject.  The  philosophy  involved  in  such 
a  designation  attempts  to  have  the  student '  compete  effectively 
with  his  own  peer  ability  group.  We  at  Mohawk  have  seven  dif- 
ferent phase  designations.  Phase  1  is  for  students  needing  special 
assistance.  Phase  2  is  for  students  needing  emphasis  on  basic 
skills.  Phase  3  is  for  students  with  an  average  background  and 
meets  college  entrance  standards.  Phase  4  is  for  ejmloration  in 
depth  of  a  subject  and  meets  college  entrance  standards.  Phase 
5  is  an  honor  program  which  has  not  been  put  into  operation  as 
yet.  It  will  be  a  small  group  type  of  involvement.  Phase  6  is  an 
individual,  independent  study  program.  It  will  be  scheduled  for 
each  student  that  asks  for  it  and  is  capable  of  handling  it.  Both 
the  honor  and  independent  study  program  may  be  types  of  pro- 
jects that  cross  several  subject  lines  rather  than  one  subject.  In 
addition  to  the  number  phases  we  have  a  non-phase  classification 
for  subjects  that  cut  across  ability  lines. 

It  is  not  always  true  that  the  same  time  structure  is  suitable 
for  learning  in  all  subjects  or  even  in  the  same  subject  all  the 
time.  Flexible  scheduling  gives  us  the  opportunity  to  give  indi- 
vidualized instruction.  English  and  Social  Studies,  for  example, 
may  benefit  from  having  an  occasional  large  group  meet  for  short 
periods  as  an  open  lecture  and  then,  later  in  the  week,  the  stu- 
dents wiU  meet  in  small  groups.  Here  they  will  learn  to  com- 
municate effectively,  share  experiences,  and  clarify  their  own 
ideas  of  opinions  and  beliefs  concerning  the  materials  presented 
to  the  large  group.  On  the  other  hand,  Science  and  Business,  for 
example,  may  lend  themselves  to  open  laboratories  where  the 
students  may  continue  projects  or  experiments  began  earlier  and 
where  they  may  work  at  their  own  rate  of  speed  and  where  they, 
through  the  discovery  method,  may  become  totally  involved  in 
educational  experiences. 

A  large  variety  of  activities  can  be  presented  in  large  groups 
which  can  be  either  student  or  teacher  directed.  The  student,  for 
example,  may  present  skits,  debates,  reports,  and  panel  discus- 
sions. A  teaching  team  may  use  large  groups  to  present  technical 
material,  give  tests,  motivate  for  small  group  discussion,  or  present 
outside  speakers.  The  small  group  most  effectively  provides  for 
active  involvement  in  the  learning  process,  allowing  for  discus- 
sion and  to  clarify  their  own  ideas  and  opinions.  Thus,  they  be- 
come able  to  conduct  discussions  in  an  orderly  way,  dealing  with 
controversial  issues  without  prejudice  and  participating  as  rational 
citizens  in  a  democratic  society.  The  students  learn  to  evaluate 
opinions  and  backgrounds  different  from  their  own  and  thus  help 
to  build  a  meaningful  philosophy  as  a  guide  to  their  own  lives. 
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Flexible  scheduling  is  not  an  end  in  itself,  but  a  means  by 
which  a  climate  and  a  curriculum  may  be  provided  which  will 
promote  within  each  student  a  spirit  of  acquiring  an  intellectual 
involvement  in  the  ideas  and  concerns  of  this  civilization's  cul- 
ture. One  advantage  that  is  inherent  to  flexible  scheduling  is  that 
the  students  and  teachers  have  unscheduled  time.  If  students  are 
to  be  involved  in  learning,  time  should  be  provided  for  them  to 
make  decisions  about  what  is  important  to  them  during  any  par- 
ticular day.  There  should  also  be  time  to  practice  responsibility 
and  time  to  capitalize  upon  any  individual  interests.  Students  find 
a  variety  of  avenues  open  during  their  unscheduled  time.  There 
is  opportunity  for  returning  to  an  open  lab  for  remedial  or  in- 
depth  study,  or  going  to  the  hbrary  which  is  no  longer  an  escape 
from  study  hall  but  a  research  center  for  individual  inquiry. 

We  have  deliberately  attempted  to  have  less  unscheduled 
time  for  the  Junior  High  students  and  more  unscheduled  time  for 
the  Senior  High  students,  realizing  that  the  Senior  High  students 
are  more  able  to  handle  such  a  concept.  Individual  differences 
in  student  learning  and  initiative  are  recognized  in  the  student- 
teacher,  one-to-one  relationship,  made  possible  with  the 
unscheduled  time.  There  will  also  always  be  a  few  students  who 
will  not  make  good  use  of  such  time.  However,  by  having  such  a 
schedule,  the  ones  who  are  interested  in  getting  the  most  out  of 
their  education  will  be  afforded  a  much  greater  opportunity  to 
do  so.  The  basic  premise  of  unscheduled  time  is  to  allow  students 
to  practice  decision  making  and  responsibility  for  things  most  im- 
portant to  them.  At  this  stage  in  the  school  year  we  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  work  out  this  concept  of  free  time  and  it  is  not 
being  used  effectively.  Also  the  faculty  is  overloaded  and  does 
not  have  enough  of  this  time  free  to  be  assigned  for  individual 
and  small  group  conferences.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  worked 
out  in  the  future  with  the  hiring  of  additional  staff  members 
and  more  effective  scheduling  of  plant  facilities. 

The  physcial  facihties  at  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High 
School  are  adequate  to  carry  out  our  needs  for  this  modern  flex- 
ible type  of  program.  We  have  six  classrooms  that  can  be  opened 
up  to  make  three  double  size  classrooms.  We  have  the  auditorium 
that  can  be  used  for  extra  large  lecture  groups  up  to  600  or  more. 
The  cafeteria  can  be  used  as  a  large  study  area  or  even  accom- 
modate the  entire  Junior  High.  There  is  also  a  small  classroom, 
two  conference  rooms,  as  well  as  three  department  offices  that  all 
could  be  used  for  small  seminar  groups.  The  library  can  be  used 
for  independent  research  and  other  projects  and  can  accommodate 
up  to  95  students. 
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One  very  specialized  room  is  the  language  laboratory  which 
is  equipped  to  handle  39  students.  It  is  tied  into  a  central  sys- 
tem that  allows  the  teacher  or  student  to  dial  a  variety  of  pro- 
grams as  desired.  This  remote  area  is  called  a  Random  Access  Li- 
brary. There  are  remote  stations  in  a  conference  room  off  the 
library  and  in  the  music  room.  For  example,  the  music  instructor 
is  able  to  dial  any  tapes  he  may  have  set  up  for  use  from  his 
office  and  the  program  selected  will  play  over  a  speaker  in  the 
music  room.  The  conference  room  is  set  up  at  the  present  for  three 
individual  stations  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  expanded  to 
handle  more.  Teachers  could  give  assignments,  and  students,  in 
theii-  unscheduled  time,  could  go  to  the  conference  room  and  dial 
the  program  available.  It  is  also  hoped  that  we  can  eventually 
have  programs  taped  for  every  department  so  that  there  may  be 
quite  a  flexibility  of  choice. 

The  Science  Department  has  seven  modem  laboratory- 
classrooms,  three  large  storage  rooms,  and  three  instructors'  pre- 
paration rooms.  The  Home  Ec  Department  has  a  Food  Lab, 
Clothing  Lab  and  a  Living  Center.  The  Art  Department  has  an 
-\rt  Room  and  an  ^\rts  and  Crafts  Room  with  a  large  storage  area. 
The  Commercial  Department  has  an  Office  Practice  Room,  Bus- 
iness Machines  Room,  a  Typing  Room,  an  Accounting  Room,  and  a 
General  Classroom.  Tlie  Industrial  Arts  Department  has  one  Shop 
that  is  essentially  for  woodworking  and  one  Shop  that  is  essen- 
tially for  metal  working.  Graphic  arts  Equipment  is  also  set  up  in 
the  small  classroom  separating  the  two  shops.  In  addition,  the 
Industrial  Arts  area  includes  a  Mechanical  Drawing  Room.  The 
Industrial  Arts  instructors  also  handle  the  Driver  Education  Pro- 
gram. We  have  a  special  classroom  for  special  education  and  a 
special  classroom  for  developmental  reading.  The  other  depart- 
ments have  rather  standardized  classroom  except  that  six  of  them 
can  be  made  into  three  double  classrooms.  All  classrooms  are 
equipped  to  handle  audio- visual  materials.  The  Physical  Educa- 
tion program  has  not  truely  been  able  to  get  underway  because 
the  facilities  are  still  to  be  completed.  It  will  consist  of  a  double 
gymnasium  which  can  be  used  by  two  classes  at  once,  two  correc- 
tive exercise  rooms,  and  the  necessary  locker  room  facilities.  There 
are,  of  course,  playing  fields  and  four  tennis  courts. 

This  report  reflects  some  of  the  hopes,  dreams,  and  desires 
concerning  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High  School.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  administration,  faculty,  and  students  can  achieve  as  their 
goal  one  of  the  finest  educational  programs  anywhere.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School 
District  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1965,  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination,  to  February  4,  1967,  and  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  thereon: 

The  ledger  accounts  in  the  custody  of  the  district  treasurer 
were  analyzed  for  the  period  of  the  audit,  the  necessary  adjust- 
ments resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sneet 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  district  on  December  31, 
1966  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  surety  bond  of  the  district  treasurer,  issued  in  1966,  was 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  district  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  checked  with  the  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  treasury,  tlie  payments  were  proved  with  the  warrants  ap- 
proved by  the  regional  district  school  committee,  and  the  receipts 
and  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  ledger  accounts. 
The  cash  balance  on  February  4,  1967  was  proved  by  reconcili- 
ation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks 
of  deposit,  and  by  verification  of  the  United  States  Treasury 
bills  and  certificates  of  deposit. 

The  records  pertaining  to  funded  debt  and  temporary  loans 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  loans  issued  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  recorded  recipts,  while  the  payments  on  ac- 
count of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  serial  issue,  and  in- 
terest were  proved  v^th  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  check- 
ed with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  coupons 
outstanding  on  February  4,  1967  were  listed  and  checked  with  the 
amount  on  deposit  in  the  bond  and  coupon  account. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal  and 
State  taxes,  and  the  county  and  teachers'  retirement  systems  were 
examined.  The  deductions  and  the  payments  to  the  proper  agen- 
cies were  verified,  and  the  balances  in  the  general  treasury  were 
proved  with  the  ledger  controls. 

The  minutes  of  the  regional  district  school  committee  were 
examined.  The  appropriations  voted  by  the  committee  were  Hsted 
and  checked  with  the  ledger  accounts,  and  the  operational  and 
capital  assessments  against  the  member  towns  were  checked  with 
the  articles  of  agreement. 
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There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  a  reooncihation  of  the  treasurer  s  cash,  and 
sununaries  of  the  payroll  deduction  and  assessment  accounts. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  all  district  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Snow,  Roads  and  Bridges-$ 12,500.00 

In  the  year  of  1967  we  used  1900  yards  of  sand  and  100  tons 
of  salt.  Much  early  morning  sanding  and  plowing  has  been  neces- 
sary to  insure  safe  conditions  for  the  very  early  departure  of  the 
Mohawk  Regional  buses. 
Chapter  81-$15,275.00 

All  Chapter  81  roads  were  scraped  four  times,  all  Bituminous 
roads  were  swept,  tar  patched  and  drainage  done.  The  following 
roads  were  Bituminous  treated,  permanent  work. 

Maxwell  Road-1500  Ft. 

Warner  Hill  Road-1800  Ft. 

West  Ox:bow  Road-4200  Ft.  Seal  Coated 
The  permanent  work  consisted  of  widening  the  following  roads  to 
26  Ft. 

Warner  Hill-900  Ft. 

Maxwell  Road-600  Ft. 
We  have  started  to  widen  1700  Ft.  of  Burnt  Hill  Road  which  will 
need  to  be  finished  next  year. 
Chapter  90  Maintenance-$9,000.00 

All  90  Roads  were  swept,  drainage  done  and  tar  patched. 
5200  Ft.  of  Zoar  Road  and  5400  Ft.  of  South  River  Road  were 
seal  coated.  The  rest  of  the  money  was  spent  widening  Zoar  Road, 
west  of  Ledge  Lane. 
Chapter  90  Construction-$15,600.00 

This  money  is  being  spent  on  Mountain  Road.  1100  Ft.  has 
been  widened  to  26  Ft.  and  Bituminous  treated.  Guard  rails  are 
in  place  and  aU  slopes  have  been  graded.  The  next  1000  Ft.  has 
been  brought  up  to  sub-grade  with  some  drainage  work  complet- 
ed. Having  spent  only  $5,799.27  this  year;  graveling,  drainage, 
guard  rails  and  grading  of  slopes  will  be  done  in  1968. 

Due  to  the  very  good  drainage  systems  which  had  been  con- 
structed under  the  able  supervision  of  former  Supt.  Paul  E.  Heist, 
our  roads  withstood  the  flood  like  conditions  of  June  17,  1967 
much  better  than  some  of  our  neighboring  towns.

Veterans'  files  in  the  District  now  total  2201,  this  represents 
an  increase  of  21  folders  over  last  year.

Our  only  notification  of  entry 
into  active  service  is  from  the  local  Selective  Service  Board  and 
does  not  include  entry  by  direct  enlistments.

$263.76  was  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  District  Treasurer 
for  grave  markers  and  flags.  The  District  maintains  a  supply  of 
markers  and  flags  to  be  used  by  member  towns. 

Our  pubUc  assistance  program,  or  veterans'  benefits  furnished 
financial  aid  to  28  families  with  a  total  of  75  persons  involved. 
$29,539.02  was  expended  by  member  towns.  $14,769.51,  or  50  per 
cent  of  the  total  expenditure  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  state. 

The  District  Office  is  located  in  Memorial  Hall,  Shelburne 
Falls  and  is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  Monday  thru 
Friday  and  from  6:00  to  9:00  p.m.  on  Thursday.  The  office 
phone  number  is  625-2000.

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THE  1967  JOINT  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHARLEMONT  FiRE  DEPARTMENT  AND 
CHARLEMONT  FIRE  DEPT.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Towii  was  most  f  ortimate  this  year  in  regards  to  number 
and  seriousness  of  fires.  The  department  responded  to  eleven  in 
Town  fires  in  1967  with  none  of  them  proving  serious.  Of  the 
four  calls  to  the  Town  of  Hawley  two  resulted  in  the  loss  of 
dwellings.  One  mutual  aid  call  to  the  Town  of  Rowe  completed 
our  fire  responses  in  1967. 

The  ambulance  responded  to  twenty-two  calls  for  assistance, 
three  of  these  involving  two  or  more  patients. 

"Taylor  s  Corner"  on  the  west  end  of  Main  Street  was  the 
scene  of  two  auto  accidents  within  an  eight  day  period  in  which 
five  people  required  medical  treatment.  The  department  has 
brought  the  danger  of  this  comer  to  the  attention  of  the  local 
selectmen  and  have  recommended  that  appropriate  flashing  ar- 
rows or  other  signs  be  erected.  It  is  hoped  that  the  selectmen  wiU 
take  appropriate  action  to  minimize  the  dangers  presented  by 
this  comer. 

Through  the  generous  cooperation  of  Mr.  Winston  Healy  we 
now  have  an  excellent  dry  hydrant  as  part  of  our  "water  hole" 
program.  This  hydrant  is  located  just  West  of  the  Healy  home 
and  should  easily  provide  protection  for  several  pieces  of  proper- 
ty including  the  Little  Red  School  House  on  the  West. 

We  extend  an  invitation  to  any  one  genuinely  interested  in 
the  fire,  ambulance  or  rescue  service  to  contact  the  department 
for  membership.  Our  only  requests  are  that  you  live  near  the  cen- 
ter to  Town,  are  willing  to  respond  at  a  minutes  notice  to  any 
and  aU  emergencies  and  are  one  of  the  so-called  "Smoke  Eaters".

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1967  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHARLEMONT  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 


Through  the  efforts  of  volunteers  who  contributed  over  130 
man-hours  of  labor  the  local  civil  defense  agency  now  has  a 
fine  office  or  control  center  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Town 
Hall.  Further  work  is  required  before  this  office  can  be  recog- 
nized as  a  Federally  approved  emergency  operating  center.  Space 
is  now  provided  for  an  office  for  the  director,  office  for  warning 
and  communications  officer,  general  office  or  operations  room,  as- 
sembly area  for  eighteen  and  storage  and  coat  room.  One  perma- 
nent Civil  Defense  telephone  has  been  installed  and  provisions 
made  for  the  emergency  use  of  three  additional  private  phones. 

The  office  is  open  from  7:30  to  9:30  P.M.  on  the  first  and 
third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  which  time  citizens  are  welcome 
to  view  the  facihties  or  come  in  and  learn  of  the  activities  of  the 
local  CD  organization.  The  Charlemont  Police  Association  is  using 
the  control  center  for  their  monthly  meetings. 

Early  in  the  year  firemen  and  interested  citizens  participated 
in  a  joint  Red  Cross  First  Aid  and  Civil  Defense  Medical  Self- 
Help  training  program.  Through  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense 
Agency  we  obtained  the  use  of  "Resusi-Anne"  a  life  size  manikin 
used  to  demonstrate  the  art  of  rescue  breathing.  These  first  aiders 
along  with  151  students  of  Grade  4  thru  Grade  12  of  our  local 
school  and  12  parents  had  the  opportunity  to  practice  this  impor- 
tant life  saving  art  of  rescue  breathing.  During  the  spring  all 
members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  of  Cnarlemont  High 
School  participated  in  the  Medical  Self-Help  training  program. 

To  improve  our  capability  to  receive  warnings  of  disaster, 
whether  national  or  natural  an  additional  monitor  radio  was  pur- 
chased, the  cost  of  which  was  50  per  cent  reimbursed  by  the  fed- 
eral government. 

This  agency  is  participating  in  a  Federal  program  under 
Public  Law  85-606  where-by  we  are  reimbursed  50  per  cent  of 
all  eligible  administrative  and  personnel  costs  such  as  monthly 
telephone  bills  and  purchase  of  office  supphes. 

As  disaster  has  no  time  schedule  this  agency  will  continue  to 
develop  the  programs  necessary  to  meet  emergencies  as  they  may 
come.

To  build  up  immunity  against  measles,  diphtheria,  tetanus 
imd  pertussis  there  were  clinics  for  school  and  pre-school  children 
held  in  May  and  June.  Total  number  of  shots  for  DPT  given  by 
Dr.  Galbo;  Hawlemont  School  95  -  Heath  School  25  and  Rowe 
School  19.  For  pre-schoolers;  Charlemont  14  -  Hawley  2  -  Heath 
5  and  Rowe  3.  For  measles  prevention;  Hawlemont  School  12  - 
Heath  School  7  and  Rowe  School  7.  Pre-schoolers,  age  5  -  Charle- 
mont 3  -  Hawley  2  -  Heath  1  and  Rowe  0.  Many  had  measles  or 
a  shot  by  the  family  doctor  so  the  numbers  were  low. 

School  physical  examinations  found  most  pupils  in  good  con- 
dition. Dental  caries  were  again  outstanding. 


retests  were  Charlemont  3  and  Hawley  4. 

Miss  Genevieve  Ely,  State  Dental  Hygienist,  examined  the 
elementary  pupils  teeth  and  Parents  were  notified  of  defects.  She 
explained  the  why  and  how  of  good  daily  care. 

No  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  this  year.  They  now 
are  discontinued  as  little  children  are  well  cared  for  by  the  family 
doctor. 

Charlemont  High  School,  grades  11  &  12  took  a  Medical  Self 
Help  course  in  First  Aid.  Descriptive  colored  movies  that  followed 
a  pupil's  Guide  for  Emergency  Health  Care  taught  First  Aid  at 
its  best. 

For  health  services,  visits  were  made  in  all  the  Towns  to  in- 
fants, pre-schoolers,  prenatals  and  adults. 

Notice  -  a  new  law!  The  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Health  states 
"on  Dec.  4,  1967  all  school  children  be  immunized  against  small 
pox,  diphtheria,  tetanus,  pertussis,  measles  and  polio,  unless  ex- 
empted for  medical  or  religious  reasons."  If  a  child  has  had 
measles  no  shot  is  needed.  No  pertussis  shot  is  given  after  age  6. 
No  child  shaU  be  admitted  to  school  except  with  a  certificate  from 
a  doctor  stating  the  above  6  immunizations  were  given. 

There  was  a  total  of  1,026  visits  to  the  Towns  made  this  year 
and  78  of  those  were  to  give  nursing  care. 

May  I  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Schools  for  their  coopera- 
tion in  watching  the  health  of  the  pupils.  The  nurse  is  available 
in  case  of  need.

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ASSESSORS'  REPORT 


To  the  taxpayers  and  citizens  of  Charlemont 

The  year  1967  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  board  of  assessors 
trying  to  keep  up  with  the  property  transfers  and  along  with 
many  renovations  on  others.  Without  going  into  research  the  board 
would  guess  that  the  year  may  hold  a  record  for  the  number  and 
value  represented  in  real  estate  transfers.  Many  changes  in  values 
are  apparent  especially  in  rural  areas  as  compared  to  village  sites. 
With  these  facts  in  mind  the  board  anticipates  the  necessity  of  ad- 
justing some  land  values  such  as  brush  land  to  a  minimum  of 
$10  per  acre  and  all  building  lots  to  $400  each  as  more  equitable 
v^alues. 

The  number  of  abatements  and  the  amount  exempted  cer- 
tainly exceeds  previous  years  not  to  mention  motor  vehicle  abate- 
ments. The  increasing  complexity  in  eligibility  for  exemptions 
along  with  the  growing  need  for  more  accurate  assessments,  be- 
cause of  greater  values  involved,  seem  to  indicate  that  eventually 
a  trained  (full-time)  Assessors  may  be  necessary  on  the  board. 

If  this  day  comes  assessment  duties  may  have  to  be  handled 
much  as  the  Health  district  is  operated  or  taken  over  by  the  state 
as  has  been  the  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  Public 
Assistant. 

Unchanged  are  our  meeting  dates  on  the  first  Friday  of  each 
month  at  8:00  P.M.  when  we  try  to  assist  you  with  your  tax  ques- 
tions and  problems. 

Our  thanks  to  those  who  sent  in  their  forms  of  list  promptly. 
We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  Commissioner  Don- 
ald Wood  and  members  of  the  State  Assessment  System.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


GREETINGS: 

As  we  had  notes  on  borrowed  money  and  schools  to  pay,  we 
had  no  available  funds  to  use  to  reduce  the  tax  rate.  This  year 
should  see  a  more  favorable  report  on  available  funds. 

Many  controversial  matters  came  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  this  past  year :  one  being  the  State  "take  over" 
of  the  welfare  department  as  of  July  1,  1968.  This  was  supposed 
to  take  the  cost  off  tlie  Town  but  we  understand  this  will  be 
taken  out  of  Local  Aid  fund  from  which  we  get  our  reimburse- 
ments. This  makes  our  reimbursement  fund  much  less  than  last 
year. 

With  tlie  rising  cost  of  education  plus  an  increase  in  other 
Town  expenses,  it  would  seem  there  was  every  reason  to  expect  a 
rise  in  the  tax  rate  for  the  coming  year. 

There  have  been  several  railroad  de-railments  this  past  year. 
Two  of  our  town  roads  were  damaged;  however  the  cost  of  re- 
pairing the  roads  has  been  met  by  the  raihoad  company.  We  want 
to  thank  om-  local  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  Civil  De- 
fense Department  and  Highway  Department  for  giving  these 
wrecks  their  prompt  attention. 

We  have  had  only  one  special  Town  meeting  and  that  was  to 
transfer  raihoad  money  back  to  road  money.  We  have  had  to 
borrow  money  to  do  Town  work  with.  These  notes  have  been  re- 
paid. 

We  again  want  to  thank  the  Mass.  Electric  Co.  and  their 
crew  for  the  excellent  job  of  decorating  the  Christmas  tree  in 
front  of  the  Town  hall.  We  would  also  Hke  to  thank  all  local  or- 
ganizations who  worked  so  hard  to  make  the  Christmas  party  at 
school  such  a  success. 

Although  we  need  some  new  equipment,  especially  a  new 
loader,  we  have  not  purchased  any  new  equipment  this  past  year. 

Fire  Chief,  Kenneth  Henderson,  resigned  December 
31,  1968.  Raymond  Purinton,  who  has  served  as  assistant  fire 
chief,  was  appointed  "Chief".  We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
Mr.  Henderson  for  the  wonderful  job  he  has  done  as  fire  chief. 

The  fire  department  is  in  need  of  a  new  building;  construc- 
tion of  such  a  building  is  to  be  at  our  Highway  Department  plant. 
We  feel  the  Town  should  appropriate  some  money  to  start  this 
project. 
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Our  Road  Superintendent  will  explain  in  his  report  the  work 
on  highway  projects  and  maintenance  elsewhere  in  this  report.

Of  the  more  significant  happenings  of  the  past  year  were 
tlie  substantial  completion  of  the  School  Plant  which  all  had 
th«  opportmiity  to  inspect  on  the  day  of  dedication  in  Sep- 
tember, and  the  graduation  of  the  first  class,  the  Class  of  1968 
from  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School.  It  is  heartening  to  find 
that  of  the  109  students  who  graduated,  71  per  cent  have 
planned  to  go  on  to  higher  education.  Also,  the  first  contract 
negotiated  between  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  Dis- 
trict Committee  and  the  Mohawk  Trail  Teachers'  Association 
was  signed  on  June  20,  1968.  This  culminated  about  five 
months  of  negotiating  in  reaching  agreement.  Much  time  and 
effort  was  put  in  by  the  Sub-committees  involved  and  for  the 
Committee,  Mr.  Harold  Harris  was  Chairman  with  Mr.  Ken- 
dall Abbott,  Mr.  Russell  Denison,  Miss  Doris  Askew  and  Mr. 
H.  Michael  Smith  also  serving.  For  the  Mohawk  Teachers' 
Association,  Paul  Levy,  David  BackHn  and  James  Piehl  made 
up  the  negotiating  team.  Serving  as  legal  council  for  the 
Committee  was  Attorney  Robert  Nowak  and  John  Sullivan 
served  as  counsel  for  the  Teachers'  Association. 

NEW  PROCK\MS  AND  SYSTEMS 

An  Adult  Evening  Program  was  initiated  as  recommended 
by  Superintendent  Di*.  Benedict  L.  Margarone.  This  Program 
will  begin  in  January. 

About  a  year  ago  the  Conmuttee  approved  the  member- 
ship of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District  in  the  New 
England  Educational  Data  System,  which  provides  computer 
scheduling  and  repeat  cards,  and  the  scoring  of  Guidance  De- 
partment Tests.  This  service  is  now  being  used  successfully. 

A  fire  pond  has  been  constructed  on  the  east  side  of  the 
School  to  provide  additional  fire  protection. 
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Ill  June  the  Committee  voted  to  install  the?  Tel-Guard 
System  in  the  School,  both  for  fire  and  bin-glary  protection. 
This  System  has  been  installed  and  is  now  operational. 

OTHER  COMMITTEE  ACTION 

In  January  the  Committee  voted  to  request  our  State 
Representative  and  Senator  to  take  whatever  steps  are  neces- 
sary to  reverse  the  Directive  of  the  State  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation to  force  K-12  Regionalization. 

In  March  the  Committee  went  on  record  in  favor  of  pro- 
posed Legislation  for  salaries  to  School  District  Committee 
Members  and  this  message  was  carried  to  the  Area  V  District 
Meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  School  Committee  Association, 
which  also  voted  in  favor  of  proposed  Legislation  for  salaries 
to  District  School  Committee  Members. 

In  May  it  was  voted  that  the  Administration  be  instructed 
to  investigate  the  possibility  of  including  a  Sex  Education 
Program  within  die  curriculum  of  the  School. 

The  Committee  gratefully  accepted  the  sum  of  $585.00 
to  be  set  aside  as  the  "Marion  Purington  Doran  Fund"  to  be 
used  to  purchase  books  for  the  School  Library. 

ADMINISTRATION 

In  the  Spring,  Di\  Benedict  L.  Margarone  was  hired  un- 
der a  two  year  Contract  to  serve  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District.  He  started  his 
duties  on  July  1,  1968,  right  after  the  expiration  of  the  Con- 
tract of  Roy  A  Either  Jr.  who  was  the  District's  first  Superin- 
tendent. Dr.  Margarone  comes  to  us  from  Milton,  Massachu- 
setts. He  has  substantial  background  in  teaching  and  guidance 
counseling.  He  has  served  as  Department  Head  and  suc- 
cessfully completed  an  Administrative  Internship  Program  in 
the  Boston  Public  Schools.  He  indicates  that  he  enjoys  the 
area  and  finds  the  work  challenging. 

BUDGET 

In  November  the  Committee  adopted  a  Gross  Operating 
Budget  of  $837,452.00  and  a  Gross  Capital  Budget  of 
$241,600.00  for  the  year  1969.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT 


To:  Charlemont  School  Committee 

Mr.  George  Dyer,  Chairman 
Miss  Doris  Askew 
Miss  Elsie  Hunkler 

I  am  pleased  to  present  to  you  this  my  first  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Sdhools. 

The  reamalgamation  of  towns  made  up  of  Ashfield, 
Heath,  Plainfield,  Rowe  called  Union  No.  65  and  Hawley, 
Charlemont  known  as  Hawlemont  Regional  School  with  a 
common  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Central  Office  has  of 
course  been  realized  and  has  been  operational  since  July  1st 
of  this  year. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  this  new  alignment  of  towns 
was  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  It  places  six  of  the  feeder 
towns  into  the  Mohawk  School  under  one  roof  and  while  we 
have  only  been  together  for  six  months,  a  smooth  transition  is 
apparent. 

Early  in  September,  it  became  apparent  that  our  gioup  of 
feeders  into  the  Mohawk  School  had  an  entering  age  problem 
—  three  different  entering  ages.  At  our  Union  Meeting  in  No- 
vembei-  the  problem  was  discussed  at  some  length  and  it  was 
decided  that  all  feeders  should  have  the  same  entering  age. 
Since  Buckland-Colrain-Shelbume  uses  5  years  and  11  months 
by  September  1st,  it  was  felt  we  too  should  use  the  same  age. 
At  this  writing  Sanderson  and  Hawlemont  Regional  have 
changed  to  5  years  and  11  months  to  take  effect  in  September 
of  1970.  Rowe  too  will  be  moving  toward  this  entering  age, 
but  may  have  to  phase  it,  in  two  or  three  steps  because  of  the 
spread  from  this  enteiing  age  to  their  present  one.  When  we 
speak  here  of  entering  age  we  mean  first  gi*ade;  kindergarten 
entering  age  would  be  4  years  and  11  months  by  Septembd* 
1st,  as  of  September  1970. 

Presently  the  faculties  of  the  three  schools  are  working  on 
curriculum  guides  of  their  own.  Eventually  these  three  guides

will  be  studied  by  the  faculties  of  the  three  schools  so  that  in 
time  til  ere  will  be  a  unified  curriculum,  thus  allowing  all 
youngsters  feeding  into  Mohawk  to  have  been  exposed  to 
comparable  preparation.  Already  there  has  been  a  meeting  by 
Mohawk  wdth  our  faculty  regarding  Social  Studies  prepara- 
tion. 

Witli  tlie  exception  of  Hawley  and  Charlemont,  all  feed- 
er towns  into  the  NIohawk  School  presently  offer  an  oppor- 
timit)'  for  the  kindergaiten  experience  to  their  youngsters. 
While  the  law  does  not  make  kindergarten  mandatory  until 
September  of  1973,  it  is  my  firm  belief  that  our  youngsters 
should  be  ha^dng  this  experience  now. 

The  special  article  being  submitted  in  both  Town  War- 
rants is  for  the  pmpose  of  establishing  a  kindergarten. 

A  major  advantage  of  having  a  public  kindergarten,  as  1 
see  it,  is  that  all  youngsters  upon  reaching  the  specified  age 
would  attend  if  their  parents  wished,  regardless  of  financial 
family  backgroimd. 

Attendance  would  not  be  mandatory  until  1973,  tliough 
a  poll  taken  recently  of  potential  kindergarten  children's  par- 
ents indicates  a  desire  on  the  pail:  of  the  majority  to  attend. 
At  tliis  writing  we  anticipate  between  18  and  23  potential 
candidates  for  such  a  class,  were  it  to  be  established. 

The  Teacher  for  such  a  class  would,  of  com*se,  be  certi- 
fied and  would  have  studied  the  development  of  young  chil- 
dren and  have  had  a  chance  to  apply,  under  supervision,  the 
techniques  for  working  with  them.  She  would  be  f amihar  with 
the  materials  and  equipment  best  suited  to  the  four  and  five 
year  old  and  would  know  how  to  help  parents  understand 
the  problem  of  early  childhood  development. 

—State  Department  Recommendations—  ,  - 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  State  Department  of 
Education  is  interested  in  K-12  Piegionalization.  At  most  Sup- 
eiintendents'  Meetings  I  attend,  someone  is  on  hand  from  the 
Department  to  speak  briefly  on  the  topic.  After  the  publica- 
tion of  the  Willis  Harrington  Report  in  1965,  tlie  State  De- 
partment of  Education's  Advisory  Committee  on  Unions  and 
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Regions  prepared  a  brochure  spelling  out  its  feelings  on  a 
proper  and  efficient  school  system  size.  Below  is  a  summary 
of  the  guidelines  spelled  out  by  that  committee  and  endorsed 
bv  the  Board  of  Education  in  November  of  1967. 

1.  Each  community  shall  constitute,  or  be  a  part  of,  a 
school  district  maintaining  and  operating  a  complete 
Kindergarten-Grade  12  educational  progiam,  govern- 
ed by  a  single  school  committee  with  one  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

2.  Each  school  committee  shall  make  provisions  for  par- 
ticipation in  an  approved  vocational-occupational  pro- 
gram. 

3.  Each  school  committee  shall  provide  an  educational 
program  which  meets  the  minimum  standards  man- 
dated by  the  Board  of  Education.  Each  school  com- 
mittee shall  be  encouraged  to  exceed  these  minimum 
standards. 

4.  Each  school  district  shall  contain  at  least  2,000  pu- 
pils unless  prevented  by  extenuating  circumstances 
acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Education. 

5.  Each  school  committee  with  less  than  2,000  pupils 
under  its  jurisdiction  on  December  31,  1968,  shall 
submit  a  plan  to  implement  these  Guidelines  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  by  December  31,  1969. 

I  call  to  the  Committees  attention  especially  No.  5  of  the 
above  with  which  we  will  have  to  comply,  in  all  likelihood,  by 
next  December. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School 
Committee,  Faculty,  and  Staff  for  their  able  assistance,  for 
without  it  the  Superintendent  could  not  function.

OPERATIONAL  BUDGET 

The  agreement  stipulates  that  this  portion  of  the  budget 
be  determined  on  a  per  pupil  basis  by  using  the  enrollment 
in  the  Regional  District  from  each  member  Town  as  of  Oc- 
tober 1st  of  the  preceding  yeai-.  On  October  1,  1968  there  were 
29  students  from  the  Town  of  Hawley  and  105  students  from 
the  Town  of  Charlemont.  Therefore,  the  operational  per- 
centage for  Hawley  is  21.64%  and  the  percentage  for  Charle- 
mont is  78.36%.

Attached  you  will  find  a  copy  of  the  financial  statement 
of  the  Hawlemont  Regional  School  District  for  the  year  1968. 
Once  again  I  have  prepared  an  analysis  of  these  figures  so 
that  you  might  have  a  more  detailed  breakdown  of  the  Dis- 
tricts finances.  The  table  below  is  a  comparison  of  the  Cash 
on  Hand  as  of  the  1st  of  January  for  the  years  1968  and  1969 
broken  down  by  accounts.  All  accounts,  except  the  so-caUed 
"School— Available  Funds",  are  earmarked  for  specific  pur- 
poses and  cannot  be  considered  as  sm*plus.  The  figure  of 
$16,854.35  represents  the  amount  of  cash  available  on  January 
1,  1969  to  be  used  as  working  funds  to  carry  the  District 
through  until  such  time  as  money  is  received  from  the  various 
sources  it  draws  on— member  towns'  quarterly  payments,  state 
reimbursements  due  in  November,  etc.  This  represents  a  loss 
of  $1,239.15  ovei-  last  years  figure,  but  there  are  two  state 
reimbursements  which  have  not  been  received  as  of  this  date 
—one  for  approximately  $3,000  for  the  Special  Education  class 
and  another  for  approximately  $660  for  special  transportation 
costs.  These  should  be  forthcoming  shortly  and  would  swell 
the  available  fund  account  considerably.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHiNG  PRINCIPAL 
HAWLEMONT  REGIONAL  SCHOOL 


The  enrollment  of  the  Hawlemont  Regional  School  Sep- 
tember 4,  1968  was  135. 

There  was  only  one  change  in  the  Hawlemont  faculty. 
Mrs.  Janet  Ruth  is  the  new  member  of  the  teaching  staff.  She 
succeeds  Mrs.  Constance  PoUard,  who  retired  in  June.  Mrs, 
Pollard  was  a  superior  teacher.  Her  years  of  devotion  to  the 
teaching  profession  are  a  splendid  example  of  outstanding 
public  service. 

Two  new  supervisors  were  appointed  by  the  Union  65 
School  Committee.  Mrs.  Margaret  Dean  replaces  Mrs.  Thelma 
Rowland  as  music  supervisor  and  Mrs.  Patrick  Ridler,  succes- 
sor to  Mrs.  Jeanette  Rich,  is  the  art  supervisor. 

A  major  innovation  in  grades  fom%  five,  and  six  has  been 
implemented.  These  intermediate  grades  are  now  semi-depart- 
mental. In  this  plan  of  instruction  pupils  attend  classes  under 
tliree  teachers  during  the  day.  Students  receive  instruction 
during  half  of  the  day  from  teachers  who  are  receiving  spec- 
ialized training  in  specific  areas.  During  the  remainder  of  the 
time  home  room  teachers  instruct  in  writing,  physical  educa- 
tion, and  supplement  the  art  and  music  programs.         ,   ,  , 

Assignments  for  the  program  follow: 

Home  Room  Subjects  Teachers 

4  Language  and  Social  Studies       Mrs.  Ruth 

5  Reading  and  Spelling        Mrs.  Purinton 

6  Mathematics  and  Science       Mrs.  Porrovecchio 

This  type  of  organization  is  in  contrast  to  the  self-con- 
tained classroom  in  which  the  child  received  practically  all  of 
his  instruction  from  one  teacher.  There  is  hopeful  evidence 
that  adjustment  to  several  different  teachers  will  be  a  valuable 
experience  for  the  children  as  they  approach  the  junior  high 
program  in  a  much  larger  school.

New  curriculum  changes  have  been  accomphshed  in 
language  and  social  studies.  Grades  three  and  four  are  now 
using  the  Robert's  Language  Series,  a  linguistics  program.  The 
"linguistic"  approach  to  the  study  of  the  English  language  is 
based  on  a  scientific  study  of  the  language.  The  new  gi'am- 
mars  more  accurately  explain  our  language  and  are  more 
closely  oriented  to  the  way  English  is  actually  used.  The  pro- 
gram for  all  grades  will  be  completed  during  a  two  year  per- 
iod. 

Grades  one  through  six  are  enjoying  a  completely  new 
approach  to  social  studies— the  Greater  Cleveland  Social  Sci- 
ence Program.  The  program  stresses  the  American  heritage  of 
freedom;  it  develops  respect  for  human  dignity;  it  instills  the 
sense  of  social  responsibility;  and  it  tries  to  inculcate  a  spirit 
of  life-long  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  community,  state, 
nation,  and  mankind.  The  learning  of  concepts,  rather  than 
facts,  is  the  educational  goal. 

Our  school  library  continues  to  be  a  great  educational  as- 
set. We  are  most  grateful  for  the  constant  community  cooper- 
ation. During  the  past  year  ten  hbrary  aides,  organized  by 
Mrs.  Lee  Sanderson  of  West  Hawley,  have  contributed  many 
hours  of  service.  Over  150  books  have  been  donated  and  gifts 
of  money  total  $150.  Great  credit  is  due  the  local  Scout 
Troops  who  worked  very  hard  putting  on  a  smorgasbord  dur- 
ing Yankee  Doddle  Days.  This  effort  netted  $138  for  library 
use.  The  Gharlemont  Reading  Club  has  purchased  several  fine 
books  and  the  former  Hawley  Sportsman's  Club  made  a  cash 
gift,  interest  from  a  fund  left  in  tmst  for  the  Hawlemont 
Regional  Library.  The  National  Geographic  magazine,  donat- 
ed monthly  by  a  generous  individual,  is  greatly  appreciated 
and  enjoyed.  This  type  of  unsolicited  interest  is  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 

Through  personal  experience  I  have  come  to  believe  that 
counseling  in  the  elementary  schools  is  a  must. 

Need  for  guidance  in  the  early  years  is  attested  to  by  the 
following  facts:  Antisocial  tendencies  manifest  themselves  in 
children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  ten;  the  problems 
that  turn  children  into  dropouts  begin  to  develop  while  they 
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Aie  still  in  the  gi'ades;  aiid  weaknesses  in  subject  matter  that 
handicap  students  in  high  school  and  college  begin  to  de- 
^  elop  long  before  those  levels  are  reached. 

The  desirable  development  of  the  individual  so  as  to  in- 
crease his  chances  of  success  in  adult  life  is  the  goal  of  coun- 
seling sers'ices.  Each  veai*  it  becomes  increasingly  evident  that 
we  must  take  steps  to  provide  this  t)^pe  of  sei-vice. 

Mrs.  Catherine  Newell  and  Mrs.  Grace  Stafford  are  do- 
ing superior  work  in  tlie  cafeteria.  Mrs.  Newell  replaces  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Ma\aiard  who  resigned  in  June.  Mrs.  Maynard  is  to 
be  commended  for  her  many  years  of  excellent  service  in  our 
school  cafeteria. 

Charles  Purinton  resigned  as  school  custodian  April  1, 
1968.  Charlie's  dependabilit\^  and  cooperation  dm*ing  his  four- 
teen years  of  service  were  a  valuable  contribution.  Mr.  James 
Parker  is  the  new  custodian,  whose  duties  include  work  in 
both  the  Hawlemont  school  and  the  former  Charlemont  High 
School. 

Miss  Dorothy  Morehouse  R.N.  continues  hei'  excellent 
work  with  the  elementaiy  children.  Her  frequent  home  visits 
are  of  real  assistance  to  school  personnel. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  VIrs.  Katherine  Raymond,  teach- 
er's aide  and  secretary.  Her  complete  understanding  of  the 
school  program  needs  and  her  perfect  cooperation  are  of  ines- 
timable value  to  a  teaching  principal. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  mth  the  Hawlemont  School 
Committee,  Mr.  Robert  Reidy,  school  superintendent,  and  the 
Hawlemont  Staff.  Theii'  cooperation  has  made  this  school  year 
a  most  enjoyable  one.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
EAST  CHARLEMONT  SCHOOLHOUSE 

Last  spring  a  visitors  platform  was  installed  at  one  of  the  west 
windows  of  the  school  so  that  tourists  who  may  be  interested 
coidd  look  into  the  schoolroom.  Some  of  the  old  desks  and  bench- 
es wei'e  arranged  to  restore  it  to  its  ancient  appearance.  An 
American  flag  is  displayed  at  the  front  of  the  room  and  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  is  written  on  the  blackboard. 

Arrangement  was  made  for  care  of  the  grounds.  The  grass 
was  kept  mowed  and  the  brush  along  the  stone  walls  was  trim- 
med. 

The  Trustees  voted  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  installing 
an  area  Hght  to  illuminate  the  schoolhouse  and  groimds.  It  was 
found  that  such  a  Hght  might  be  added  to  the  town  street  Hght- 
ing  contract  with  the  electric  company  but  only  an  incandescent 
bulb  could  be  used.  This  was  not  considered  adequate.  In  order 
to  get  an  area  hght,  it  was  recommended  to  us  that  the  whole 
town  hghting  system  be  modernized  and  at  that  time  the  area 
light  could  be  added.  It  was  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the  whole 
job  would  be  less  than  30  cents  a  thousand  on  our  tax  rate.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  better  illumination  would  greatly  add  to  the 
appearance  of  the  village  and  perhaps  also  add  to  the  safe  driv- 
ing through  the  Main  Street.  A  suggestion  for  this  improvement 
has  been  sent  to  the  Selectmen  and  Qie  Finance  Cormnittee.

The  fire  at  the  Plantation  House  Restaurant  was  the  most 
serious  structural  fire,  but  the  good  work  of  men  and  equipment 
averted  a  more  serious  loss. 

The  four  day  Negus  Mountain  fire  under  Mutual  Aid  to 
Rowe  again  put  the  men  and  equipment  to  the  test  of  that  rug- 
ged mountain. 

The  B  &  M  railroad  wieck  on  South  River  Road  which  in- 
volved a  tank  car  of  hydro-cyanic  acid  required  the  department  to 
stand  by  with  radio  communications  and  ambulance  equipment 
until  this  car  was  safely  back  on  the  tracks. 

The  Mutual  Aid  test  for  the  response  of  area  fire  depart- 
ments to  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  proved  that  our  own 
department  could  be  among  the  first  to  provide  fire  apparatus  at 
the  scene. 

Tlie  Ambulance  Service  wishes  to  thank  the  Charlemont 
Lions  Club  for  the  gift  of  the  hydraulic  jack  and  wrecking  kit 
which  will  be  helpful  at  auto  accidents. 

It  was  with  many  regi'ets  that  we  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Kenneth  Henderson  as  Fii-e  Chief  effective  the  end  of  1968.  Ken 
has  been  a  dedicated  Chief  and  has  seen  the  department  grow  in 
its  day  to  day  responsibilities  to  the  community  under  his  com- 
mand. It  is  certainly  hoped  that  he  v<n\l  remain  a  faithful  member 
for  many  years  to  come. 

The  department,  now  mider  the  command  of  Chief  Raymond 
Purinton  and  Assistant  Chief  Gerald  Raymond  can  look  back  on 
the  years  of  leadership  of  Ken  Henderson  and  Frank  Wells 
with  much  pride.

Bringing  300  feet  of  this  up  to  grade  and  surface  treating  it  with 
3  coats  of  asphalt.

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Work  this  year  has  been  done  on  Mountain  Road.  1000  feet 
has  l^een  brouglit  up  to  final  grade,  drainage  completed,  slopes 
graded  and  seeded.  250  feet  of  guard  rail  has  been  installed.  We 
have  started  subgrade  on  the  next  250  feet,  which  includes  the 
installation  of  a  9  foot  diameter  pipe  49  feet  long,  and  the  build- 
ino-  of  a  cement  wing  wall.

We  finished  widening  1700  feet  of  Burnt  Hill  Road  to  22 
feet  wide,  also  putting  in  all  new  drainage.  We  hope  to  surface 
treat  this  next  year,  as  this  road  is  quite  steep  and  resurfacing 
should  stop  it  from  washing.

THE  1968  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHARLEMONT  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 

To  improve  the  reception  for  our  CD  monitor  radios  new  an- 
tennas were  installed  for  the  two  sets.  An  antenna  was  also  instal- 
led on  the  Town  Hall  so  that  CD  or  fire  department  radios  might 
be  used  at  the  control  center  should  an  emergency  arise. 

Engineers  from  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  have  surveyed 
tlie  Town  Hall  and  the  Hawlemont  School  under  the  National 
Shelter  Program.  We  now  have  tlieir  report  and  further  action 
under  this  program  is  planned  for  the  futue. 

Under  contract  with  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Agency  the 
Bm-eau  of  Census  has  conducted  a  house  to  house  survey  through- 
out the  state  to  determine  the  fall-out  protection  provided  in  priv- 
ate homes.  Each  homeowner  should  have  received  information 
from  the  Bureau  of  Census  in  regards  to  this  protection.  Any 
homeowner  desiring  more  information  may  contact  this  office. 

This  agency  has  been  issued  a  disaster  first  aid  station  from 
the  Federal  CD  Agency.  The  fii'st  aid  supplies  include  54  stret- 
chers, 30  first  aid  kits,  blankets  and  aid  station  medical  suppHes. 

When  we  read  in  the  newspaper  of  plane  crashes  and  other 
natural  disasters  it  is  apparent  why  these  disaster  supplies  must 
be  stocked  by  even  the  smaller  communities. 

It  was  a  B  &  M  train  wreck  in  September  which  again 
prompted  this  agency  to  alert  some  of  the  townspeople  in  the

immediate  area  because  of  the  presence  of  the  derailed  hydro- 
c\'anic  acid  tank  car. 

May  I  at  this  time  thank  the  volunteers  who  have  responded 
in  time  of  emergency  and  for  tests  during  the  last  year.

There  has  been  250  applications  processed  by  this  office 
for  the  Vietnam  Bonus.  This  figi.u-e  represents  a  total  of 
$53,700.00  that  has  been  or  will  be  paid  to  Veterans  residing 
in  the  eleven  towns  comprising  the  Western  Franklin  Vet- 
erans' Service  Disti'ict.  For  the  town  of  Charlemont  the  mone- 
tary figure  is  $3,000.00  and  represents  15  apphcations  by 
Veterans  entering  the  service  subsequent  to  Juluy  1,  1958 
from  Charlemont. 

Records  avail?tble  within  the  District  Office  indicate  that 
there  are  approximately  160  Veterans  witliin  the  District 
who  are  eligible  for  this  bonus  and  who  have  not,  at  this 
wilting,  made  application. 

As  a  result  of  the  Vietnam  Bonus  law  passed  in  July 
1968,  Veterans  folders  now  number  2340  which  represents 
an  increase  of  140  folders  over  last  year. 
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Of  particular  concern  to  returning  Veterans  who  plan  to 
fiuther  their  education  is  Chapter  601  of  the  Acts  of  1966  as 
amended  by  Chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1968  which  autlioriz- 
es  tuition  free  attendance  at  any  state  supported  institution 
of  hicrher  leainino^  within  the  Commonwealth.  Interested  Vet- 
erans  should  seek  further  information  concerning  this  law  from 
this  office. 

We  ha\^e  biowledge  of  8  voung  men  from  towns  in  the 
District  who  entered  active  service  during  1968.  It  should  be 
noted  that  our  onlv  notification  of  entry  is  from  the  local 
Selective  Sen  ice  Board  and  does  not  include  entiy  by  direct 
enhstment. 

$54.30  was  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  District 
Treasurer  for  non-veteran  photostatic  copy  \'\^ork  during  the 
year. 

$360.67  was  collected  and  tmned  over  to  tlie  District 
Treasurer  for  grave  markers  and  flags  dming  1968.  Tlie  Dis- 
trict maintains  a  supply  of  markers  and  flags  to  be  used  by 
member  towns. 

During  the  year  this  office  assisted  in  the  pi^aration  of 
42  apphcations  for  federal  and  state  benefits.  Jis  of  this  writ- 
ing, 34  apphcations  have  been  approved  and  awards  granted. 
This  represents  a  monetary  income  to  the  District  of 
$31,601.52  annually.  In  addition  to  actual  monetary  income 
are  the  benefits  veterans  received  at  state  and  federal  hospitals 
and  clinics  for  which  a  dollar  value  cannot  be  assigned. 

Our  pubhc  assistance  program,  or  Veterans'  benefits  fur- 
nished financial  aid  to  38  famiHes  with  a  total  of  75  persons 
involved.  $39,008.55  was  expended  by  member  tovms  during 
1968  of  which  one-half  or  $19,504.27  will  be  reimbursed  by 
the  commonwealth.  Expenditures  by  category  for  the  District 
follows :

PUBLJC  HEALTH  DISTRICT 


I  hereby  submit  mv  16th  annual  report. 

School  niu-sing  plays  a  big  part  in  our  Public  Health  pro- 
gram. Mr.  Samuel  Galbo,  school  doctor,  found  the  pupils  in 
the  Hawlemont  and  Rowe  School  (which  now  includes 
Heath)  doing  well— only  a  few  ^^dth  minor  defects.  Most  pu- 
pils had  dental  caries.  Watch  those  teeth! 

Chicken  pox  led  the  contagious  diseases  with  Charlemont 
having  65  cases,  Hawley  35,  Heatli  27  and  Rowe  23.  Mothers 
—Please  notify  me  (phone  339-4906)  of  any  contagious  di- 
seases as  I  report  them  to  the  State  Dept.  of  Health.  Remem- 
ber the  State  law— "All  school  children  through  the  8th  grade 
must  be  immunized  against  Small  Pox.  Diphtheria,  Pertussis, 
Tetanus,  measles  and  Polio." 

E\  ery  year  each  pupil  is  given  an  individual  hearing  test 
by  Mrs.  Beda  Langevin  and  a  vision  test  by  the  nurse.  Parents 
are  notified  of  a  failure  of  a  retest.  The  annual  weighing  and 
measuring  of  each  pupil  is  a  guide  to  year  around  health. 

First  Aid  for  injuries,  checking  for  suspicious  contagious  or 
doubtful  skin  conditions  that  might  spread  to  others  and  see- 
ing that  a  sick  child  has  care  and  gets  home  are  some  of  the 
nurse's  school  activities.  , 

Tlie  personnel  of  tlie  schools  and  the  nurse  are  most 
grateful  to  those  parents  who  keep  a  child  home  with  a  fresh 
"cold"  or  cough.  Colds  spread  rapidly  in  the  class  room. 

Except  foi"  Fnst  Aid  or  in  an  emergency,  an  order  from 
a  doctor  is  necessaiy  for  nursing  visits  in  the  home.  There 
were  78  nursing  visits  this  year. 

Home  visits  were  made  to  infants,  pre-schoolers  and  pre- 
natals.  Other  \dsits  involved  checking  on  school  children's 
health  and  adult  health  services. 
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A  sincere  thank  you  to  the  personnel  of  each  school  for 
watching  the  health  of  the  pupils  and  reporting  to  the  nurse 
anv  suspicious  cases.

REPORT   OF   THE   CHIEF   OF  POLICE 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  people  of  the  Town  of 
Charlemont,  I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Chief  of  Pohce: 

I  have  received  many  calls  during  the  past  year,  most  of 
which  required  investigation.  Members  of  the  Charlemont  Police 
Association  have  assisted  the  state  police  at  sevei*al  automobile 
accidents  as  well  as  at  the  frequent  train  wrecks.  They  have  also 
helped  the  Shelburne  FaUs  and  Sunderland  Police  Departments 
during  their  summer  celebrations. 

Diuring  the  past  year  I  have  received  notices  from  the  Reg- 
istry of  Motor  Vehicles  concerning  nine  (9)  suspended  licenses 
and  one  (1)  revoked  license  in  the  Town  of  Charlemont.  Two 
(2)  gun  dealer's  licenses,  two  (2)  gun  smith  licenses,  and  forty- 
nine  (49)  pistol  permits,  including  nine  (9)  new  and  forty  (40) 
renewed  permits,  have  been  issued.  One  hundred  twenty-five 
(125)  of  the  new  Firearm  Identification  Cards  have  also  been 
issued  for  the  Town  of  Charlemont.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  sincerely  appreciates  the  splendid 
co-0]>eration  of  the  various  department  heads  in  providing  infor- 
mation incident  to  the  evaluation  of  requests  for  operating  expen- 
ses. We  have  reviewed  with  the  Selectmen  the  overall  budget  for 
the  Town,  and  believe  it  to  be  worthy  of  close  scrutiny  and  hope- 
fully acce]5tance  by  the  Town. 

As  an  Advisory  Committee  seveaal  suggestions  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Town  may  be  made.  The  first  Snowmobile  Derby  was  held 
in  the  vicinity  of  Mohawk  Park  a  year  ago.  The  picture  adorned 
the  1967  Town  Report.  This  showed  an  alert  interest  in  develop- 
ing snowmobiling  into  a  major  tomist  attraction.  At  Greenfield 
this  year  more  than  5,000  persons  paid  for  admission  to  the  Mass- 
achusetts State  Championships  meet  at  the  Franklin  County  Fair- 
grounds February  1st  and  2nd.  46  trophies  and  more  than  $2,000 
in  prize  money  was  awarded.  Perhaps  this  presents  a  challenge  to 
Charlemont  to  use  the  Memorial  Park  to  provide  a  source  of  rev- 
enue from  the  Nation's  fastest  giowing  sport. 

Our  Assessors  also  are  apparently  alert  to  the  possibility  of 
mechanizing  the  ever-increasing  bookkeeping  necessary  in  the  Tax 
Depai'tment.  They  were  well  represented  at  the  seminar  at  the 
Greenfield  Community  College  held  Saturday,  February  8th. 
Tlieir  study  could  result  in  a  healthy  saving  for  the  Town. 

Charlemont  can  take  pride  in  its  public  spirit,  as  shown  in 
the  operation  of  the  Trading  Post,  to  which  the  ladies  donate 
many  hours  of  service.  The  Yankee  Doddle  Days  furnish  a  fine 
example  of  Community  spirit.  Residents  are  cordially  invited  to 
work  with  the  Finance  and  Advisory  Committee  in  formulating 
suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  oiu*  wonderful  little  Town  of 
Charlemont.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  Town  of  Charlemont  for  the  period  from  July  11, 
1965  to  December  31,  1967,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report 
made  to  me  by  William  Schwartz,  Assistant  Chief  of  Bureau.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Charlemont  for  the 
period  from  July  11,  1965,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination, 
to  December  31,  1967,  the  following  report  being  submitted 
thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  Town  funds  or  committing  bills  for 
collection  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

It  was  noted  that  the  Town  had  appropriated  in  1967  an 
amount  from  "free  cash"*  which  was  $2,463.13  in  excess  of  the 
amount  certified  by  the  Director  of  Accounts  as  available  imder 
the  provisions  of  Section  23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  future  appropriations  from  "free  cash"  be  kept 
within  the  actual  amount  certified  in  accordance  with  law. 


The  smetv  bonds  of  the  several  Tov/n  officials  required  by 
law  to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  pay- 
ments to  die  treasurer  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  Town  treasury,  while  the  expenditures  were 
compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  and  with  the  classified 
records  of  payments.  The  cash  balance  on  December  31,  1967 
was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  state- 
ment received  fi'om  the  depository  and  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

The  temporary  loans  issued  v^^ere  compared  with  the  treasur- 
er's recorded  receipts,  while  the  payments  on  account  of  tempor- 
ary loans  and  interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling 
due  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  in- 
vestment of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
Town  treasurer  and  the  Fii'st  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
Greenfield,  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  and  the  trans- 
fers to  the  Town  were  proved,  and  the  balances  in  the  several 
funds  were  verified. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal  and 
State  taxes,  the  county  retirement  system,  and  group  insurance 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  deductions  were  listed,  tlie  pay- 
ments to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  balances 
in  the  general  treasury  on  December  31,  1967  were  proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail  for  the  audit  period,  and,  due  to  the  elec- 
tion of  a  new  tax  collector,  the  audit  was  continued  for  the  fm'- 
ther  period  from  January  1  to  March  31,  1968,  preparatory  to  a 
recommitment  of  the  outstanding  accounts  to  the  newly-eleoted 
tax  collector. 

The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  of  taxes 
and  excise,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  issued 
by  the  board  of  assessors.  The  collections  as  recorded  were  check- 
ed, the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abate- 
ments granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  mail- 
ing notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the

•books  as  owing  money  to  the  Town,  and  from  the  rephes  received 
it  appears  that  tlie  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Aggregates  of  the  outstanding  accounts  as  of  March  31,  1968 
were  furnished  to  the  board  of  assessors  for  the  purpose  of  recom- 
mitment to  the  newly-elected  tax  collector. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  outstanding  taxes  and  excise  of 
prior  years,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a  prompt  settlement  be 
obtained  of  all  past  due  levies. 

The  receipts  of  the  Town  clerk  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses, 
as  well  as  for  gasoline  registrations,  were  checked  with  the  rec- 
ords of  licenses  and  permits  granted,  and  the  payments  to  the 
Town  treasm*er  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were 
verified. 

The  appropriations  voted  by  the  Town  meetings  were  listed 
from  the  records  of  the  Town  clerk  and  compared  with  the  ag- 
gregate amounts  raised  by  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of 
the  1966  and  1967  tax  rates. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  and  of  cash 
receipts  of  the  selectmen,  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
and  the  police,  fire,  highway,  pubHc  welfare,  veterans'  services, 
school,  and  library  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  Town  or  sending  out  bills  for  col- 
lection, were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurers  cash  re- 
ceipts, and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Western  Franklin  Health  Dis- 
trict and  of  the  AVestern  Franklin  Welfaie  District  were  audited 
in  conjunction  with  the  audit  of  the  Town  treasurers  accounts. 
The  receipts  were  analyzed  and  proved,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  approved  wairants.  The  cash  balances  on  De- 
cember 31,  1967  were  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  bal- 
ances with  statements  furnishea  by  the  depositories  and  by  ac- 
tual count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  district  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Fed- 
eral and  State  taxes,  the  county  retii-ement  system,  and  group  in- 
surance were  examined  and  checked.  The  deductions  were  Hsted, 
the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  bal- 
ances in  the  district  treasuries  on  December  31,  1967  were  listed 
and  proved. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which 
is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Town  on  December  31,  1967. 

There  ai-e  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
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summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well 
as  schedules  showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust 
and  investment  funas. 

During  the  progress  of  tlie  audit  cooperation  was  extended 
by  all  Town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
fx)r  myself,  I  wi^h  to  express  appreciation.

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ASSESSORS'  REPORT 

To  the  Taxpayers  and  Citizens  of  Charlemont: 

For  several  years  we  have  been  telling  you  ot  the  increases 
in  the  number  of  properties  that  changed  ownership  and  the 
problems  of  placing  proper  appraisals  on  them  in  the  face  of  in- 
flation. 

This  year  we  ha\  e  the  same  tilings  to  contend  with  along 
with  more  and  more  exemptions.  Also  this  year  we  were  involved 
in  two  Ap[>ellate  Tax  Court  cases.  One  was  withdrawal  by  the 
owner  and  the  other  was  disqualified  in  favor  of  the  Town  by 
the  Court. 

Last  year  we  mentioned  die  need  for  a  trained  (fulltime) 
assessor  as  an  advisor  in  addition  to  the  assistance  from  the  State 
.\ssessment  System.  Tlie  services  of  the  State  Assessment  System 
are  of  great  value.  Several  of  the  new  buildings  built  in  1968  are 
larger  and  more  elaborate  than  in  former  years.  This  system  has 
helped  to  properly  appraise  these  new  buildings. 

Another  method  of  assessing  which  will  be  followed  more  in 
the  future  is  tlie  "classification  of  forest  lands.''  Until  recently  the 
practice  has  seemed  to  be  of  little  benefit  to  anyone  because  of 
the  lack  of  communication  which  is  needed  between  the  owner 
and  the  assessors.  The  services  of  a  qualified  forester  may  also  be 
necessary. 

The  Board  wishes  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  the  use  of  a 
computer  available  at  Greenfield  Community  College.  If  several 
smaller  towns  were  to  work  together  they  might  be  able  to  reduce 
the  work  load  for  their  assessors  and  the  tax  collector  greatly 
and  at  the  same  time  not  add  to  the  towns  total  expense.  The 
system  would  also  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  Annual  Report 
and  could  reduce  this  cost. 

The  first  Friday  of  each  month  is  when  we  meet 
at  8:00  P.M.  to  assist  you  with  your  tax  questions  and  tax  prob- 
lems.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


GREETINGS: 

The  year  1969  has  shown  some  improvements  in  the 
town;  one  big  improvement  being  the  completion  of  the  new 
fire  station.  We  wish  to  thank  the  voters  of  Charlemont  for 
making  funds  available  for  this  project.  We  would  also  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Chief  Purinton  and  all  those 
who  contributed  their  time  and  efforts  toward  this  project. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  borrow  money  to  meet  town 
expenses  as  state  reimbursements  have  been  late  in  coming. 

We  have  had  more  than  the  usual  problems  concerning 
septic  tanks  and  leach  fields.  More  of  this  equipment  has 
been  installed  this  year  because  of  new  homes  and  replace- 
menls.  This  is  required  by  state  law. 

No  special  town  meetings  were  held  this  year. 

Again  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Massachusetts  Elec- 
tric Co.  for  the  beautiful  job  of  decorating  the  Christmas 
tree  in  front  of  the  town  hall.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  all 
local  organizations  who  worked  so  faithfully  to  make  the 
Christmas  party  at  school  such  a  success. 

We  traded  the  old  loader  for  a  new  and  bigger  one  and 
it  is  proving  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  piece  of  road  machinery. 
With  the  heavy  snow  we  have  had  recently,  it  is  becoming 
apparent  that  we  need  some  kind  of  heavier  equipment  for 
widening  snow  roads.  „  . 

Jan.  1,  1970,  our  fii-e  chief,  Raymond  Purinton,  resigned 
and  assistant  fire  chief,  Gerald  Raymond,  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  fill  the  vacancy.  Ray  will  remain  as  assistant  fire  chief. 
We  wish  to  thank  Chief  Purinton  for  his  time  and  interest 
shown  in  this  office. 

Consti'uction  on  the  vault,  which  is  to  house  old  records, 
has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  a  door.  An  appro- 
priation will  be  needed  to  complete  this  project. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Pub- 
he  \^^orks,  Chapter  90  construction  will  be  transferred  from 
Harris  Mountain  to  Zoar  Road.  This  work  will  start  as  soon 
as  weather  permits.  Our  road  superintendent  will  explain  in 
his  report  the  work  on  highway  projects  and  maintenance 
elsewhere  in  this  report.

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Annual  Report  Of  The 
Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District 
Committee 


In  1969  we  again  experienced  change  and  improvement 
in  the  educational  systems  in  our  nine-town  community.  Mo- 
hawk Trail  Regional  School  is  now  a  complete  functioning  7- 
12  school  with  most  of  the  initial  problems  being  solved,  but 
with  new,  more  complicated  problems  arising  continually. 

In  midsummer  Superintendent  B.  L.  Margarone  left  the 
area  and  the  School  Committee  again  faced  the  most  impor- 
tant task  of  selecting  a  new  superintendent.  Following  an  ex- 
haustive five  month  search  which  produced  over  50  qualified 
candidates,  the  Committee  chose  Arthur  P.  Silvester  of  Hali- 
fax, Mass.  to  become  the  top  administrator  in  our  school  dis- 
trict. Mr,  Silvester  began  his  new  duties  on  January  1,  1970. 
It  is  surely  a  good  omen  to  be  starting  a  new  year,  a  new 
decade,  with  a  new  superintendent. 

Hoping  to  provide  the  area  school  systems  with  the  ef- 
ficiency of  a  central  administration  the  various  school  com- 
mittees have  been  studying  a  proposal  to  have  Mr.  Silvester 
and  an  Associate  Superintendent  also  serve  as  the  administra- 
tors for  the  elementary  school  districts.  This  plan  will  still  al- 
low "Home-rule"  operation  of  the  K-6  schools,  but  may  effect 
financial  and  personnel  economics.  Any  such  economies 
will  be  vitally  important  in  the  years  ahead.  The  cost  of  op- 
erating our  school  district,  like  everything  else,  has  gone  up 
during  the  past  year.  The  net  operating  cost  to  the  towns  for 
1969  was  $754,328  and  for  1970  the  net  operating  cost  will  be 
increased  about  10  per  cent  to  $831,571.  (A  breakdown  of 
the  operating  budget  is  included  elsewhere  in  this  report,  but 
we  want  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mohawk's  gross  op- 
erating cost  per  pupil  for  1970  will  be  about  $965,  compared 
to  $892  for  1969.) 

To  be  realistic  we  must  expect  further  increases  in  cost  in 
the  immediate  years  ahead  due  in  part  to  the  increased  stu- 
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dent  population  which  is  ah'eady  forcing  the  School  Commit- 
tee to  study  the  needs  for  additional  space.  Our  "Long  Range 
Planning"  sub-committee  will  report  during  1970  on  the  prob- 
lem and  offer  possible  solutions  for  consideration  by  the 
Committee  and  the  voters. 


It  has  been  a  prime  concern  of  the  Committee  to  improve 
the  a\-enues  of  communication  between  the  committee  mem- 
bers, the  administration,  the  faculty  and  staff,  the  student  body 
and  the  community  at  large.  The  group  of  teachers  and  com- 
mittee members  known  as  the  Joint  Studies  Committee  has 
been  acting  as  a  valuable  liaison.  Hopefully  this  may  be  ex- 
panded in  1970  to  bring  the  thoughts  of  the  student  body  to 
the  decision-making  process  wherever  possible.  A  newsletter 
is  under  consideration  as  one  means  of  keeping  everyone  in- 
formed regarding  the  school  system,  its  problems,  its  successes 
and  its  long  range  goals. 

The  Mohawk  Trail  Teachers'  Association  and  the  School 
Committee  have  not,  as  of  January  1,  1970  reached  final 
agreement  on  the  salary  scale  for  the  coming  school  year. 
Hopefully  this  matter  will  be  resolved  soon  and  the  efforts  of 
e\'en^one  involved  may  again  be  directed  to  the  cooperative 
impro\'ement  of  the  quality  of  education  being  offered  at  Mo- 
ha\^-k. 

The  routine  matters  which  occupy  the  school  committee 
and  its  sub-committees  during  the  course  of  a  year  are  simply 
too  numerous  to  list,  however,  we  should  mention: 

—that  educational  T.V.  facilities  have  been  installed  in 
the  auditorium; 

—that  computer-aided  instruction  is  available  with  an  on- 
line hookup  with  a  computer  in  Springfield; 

—that  David  L.  Backlin,  formerly  head  of  the  math  dept., 
was  appointed  assistant  principal; 

—that  a  committee  of  science  teachers,  a  neighbor  of  the 
school,  and  a  school  committee  member  are  helping 
plan  a  Natm*e  Study  Center  on  the  campus; 
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—that  a  survey  of  parents  was  taken  regarding  the  need 
tor  a  course  in  "family  living"  and  the  matter  is  still 
under  consideration; 

— tliat  a  cliain-link  fence  was  finally  installed  along  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  campus. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  continuing  interest  and  ad- 
vice of  many  persons  throughout  the  area  including  former 
committee  chairmen,  Paul  L.  Lively  of  Heath  who  retired  in 
March;  Roger  B.  Scott  of  Ashfield  who  resigned  in  Novem- 
hcv;  Bernard  H.  Shippee  of  Buckland,  Edwin  A.  Slowinski  of 
Colrain,  Guy  Manners,  Jr.  of  Shelburne  who  all  retired  last 
February.  We  want  to  especially  note  the  capable  and  loyal 
service  of  High  School  Principal  Herbert  S.  Merritt  who  com- 
l)ined  the  duties  of  acting  superinlendent  with  his  regular  as- 
signment from  July  21st  to  December  31st. 

As  a  committee  we  look  forward  to  the  challenges  of  the 
1970's  with  the  expectation  of  long  hours  of  hard  work  and 
difficult  decisions.  With  the  guidance  of  the  administrators, 
the  cooperation  of  the  professional  staff  and  with  the  support 
of  the  townspeople  we  can  all  be  secure  in  the  knowledge 
that,  united,  our  nine  towns  can  willingly  offer  to  our  children 
an  educational  opportunity  equal  to  any  in  New  England.

Report  Of  The  Acting  Superintendent 


I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  for  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1969.  In  this,  our  third 
year  of  operation,  we  are  realizing  the  aims  of  the  school  in 
providing  a  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  students. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  of  the  1969  graduating 
class,  75  per  cent  of  them  are  continuing  their  education. 

In  spite  of  the  federal  government's  cut  back  in  providing 
funds  for  education  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  several 
grants  this  year.  Two  grants  were  obtained  under  Title  III  of 
the  National  Defense  Education  Act.  One  of  these  enabled 
us  to  further  expand  our  language  laboratory  and  the  other  to 
improve  curriculum  in  geogoaphy.  In  Januaoy  we  hope  to 
start  serving  brealcfast  to  early  bus  riders  and  have  obtained 
a  grant  from  the  Food  Services  Bureau  to  purchase  additional 
equipment  for  the  kitchen.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Frank- 
lin County  Soil  Conservation  Commission,  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  fund- 
ed us  to  consti-uct  a  nature  study  center  and  outdoor  labora- 
tory on  our  property.  This  is  the  first  project  of  its  type  for  a 
school  in  Franklin  County. 

The  rapid  expanse  of  technology  combined  with  ever  in- 
creasing inflation  has  created  an  additional  burden  on  the 
taxpayers  in  supporting  their  schools.  If  the  young  people  of 
our  area  are  to  survive  in  the  year  2000  we  must  be  willing  to 
sacrifice  at  this  time  to  provide  them  with  the  education  need- 
ed for  that  survival. 

It  appears  that  although  we  are  not  experiencing  a  true 
population  explosion,  more  and  more  students  are  staying  in 
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school  for  a  greater  period  of  time.  This  past  September  om' 
school  population  exceeded  the  rated  capacity  of  the  school  by 
52  students.  If  this  trend  continues  the  residents  of  the  com- 
munities must  face  the  realization  of  either  expanding  the 
present  facilities  or  constructing  an  additional  school.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District  for 
the  period  from  January  1,  1967,  the  date  of  the  previous  ex- 
amination, to  February  28,  1969,  and  due  to  the  appointment 
of  a  new  treasurer,  for  the  further  period  to  April  22,  1969, 
preparatory  to  the  transfer  of  the  cash  and  the  books  and  ac- 
counts to  the  newly-appointed  teasurer,  and  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  thereon: 

The  ledger  accounts  in  the  custody  of  the  district  trea- 
surer were  analyzed  for  the  period  of  the  audit,  the  necessary 
adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  district  on  April  22,  1969. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  district  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  checked  with  the  sources  from  which  nrioney 
was  paid  into  the  treasury,  the  payments  were  proved  with 
the  warrants  approved  by  the  regional  district  school  commit- 
tee, and  the  receipts  and  payments  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  ledger  accounts. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balances  on  February  28,  1969  and 
on  April  22,  1969  were  proved  bv  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal 
and  State  taxes,  the  county  and  teachers'  retirement  systems, 
groi'p  hospitalization  and  insurance  premiums,  credit  un- 
ion, and  annuities  were  examined.  The  deductions  and  the 
pa\TLTients  to  tlie  proper  agencies  w^ere  verified,  and  the  bal- 
ances in  the  district  treasury  were  proved  with  the  ledger 
controls. 

The  recorded  receipts  for  temporary  loans  were  checked, 
and  the  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt,  temporary 
loans,  and  interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling 
due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 
The  outstanding  coupons  on  February  28,  1969  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  a  statement  received  from  the  depository. 

The  minutes  of  the  regional  school  district  commit- 
tee were  examined.  The  appropriations  voted  bv  the  com- 
mittee were  listed  and  checked  with  the  ledger  accounts, 
and  the  operational,  capital  and  vocational  assessments  a- 
gainst  the  member  towns  were  checked  with  the  articles  of 
agreement. 

The  surety  bond  of  the  district  treasurer  was  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  for  tuition,  miscellaneous  re- 
ceipts, lunch  program,  and  athletic  program  were  examined 
and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied. The  petty  cash  advances  in  the  lunch  and  athletic  pro- 
grams were  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 
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In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
tin's  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash,  and  summaries  of  the  payi-oll  deduction,  assessment 
and  departmental  accounts. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  re- 
ceiv'ed  from  the  several  district  officials,  for  which,  on  be- 
lialf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wisn  to  express  apprec- 
iation.

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Report  Of  The  Superintendent 


To:  Charlemont  School  Committee:

Tlic  following  is  my  second  report  as  your  Superintendent 
of  Scliools. 

After  much  discussion  relative  to  the  pros  and  cons  of  a 
single  entering  age  for  all  six  towns  in  our  system,  the  Com- 
mittees voted  to  set  the  entering  age  in  all  six  towns  at  5  years 
and  11  months  for  first  grade.  This  is  to  become  effective  on 
September  1  of  1970.  Kindergarten  entering  age  will  be  4 
vears  and  11  months  as  of  September  1,  1970.  The  foregoing 
is  the  same  for  Buckland-Colrain-Shelburne,  so  that  all  nine 
feeder  towns  into  the  Mohawk  will  have  the  same  entering 
age. 

Our  System  applied  for  and  received  a  Curriculum 
Grant  under  Title  V  of  the  Federal  Government,  and  during 
the  summer,  four  members  of  our  staff  studied  and  drafted 
a  curriculum  for  our  six  towns. 

Meetings  are  planned  to  begin  early  in  January  relative 
to  the  possibilities  of  implementing  those  phases  of  the  draft 
wliich  seem  applicable  to  our  individual  schools.  The  purpose 
of  the  di-afting  committee  was  to  ascertain  what  is  happening 
in  each  of  our  schools  now,  what  some  of  the  latest  practices 
and  trends  going  forth  today  are,  and  finally,  how  we  might 
best  incorporate  those  practices  with  which  we  agree  in  our 
own  respective  schools. 

It  was  felt  by  the  Committee,  especially  after  meeting 
with  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  Department  Heads,  that  the  em- 
phasis should  be  on  concepts  and  broad  general  understand- 
ings rather  than  concern  for  all  youngsters  using  the  same 
text.  We  plan  to  strive  for  the  youngsters'  understanding  of 
what  he  is  doing,  why  he  is  doing  it,  and  his  being  able  to  see 
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the  whole  problem,  and  then  being  able  to  study  the  parts 
that  make  it  up.  Awareness  and  relevancy  will  be  our  prime 
objectives  in  any  new  curriculum  adoption  which  might  take 
place. 

Another  major  undertaking  by  the  Committee  this  past 
year  has  been  die  redrafting  of  the  Union  and  Region  Bylaws. 
It  is  indeed  essential  to  have  a  philosophical  statement  as 
v/ell  as  a  written  policy  from  which  the  Union  and  Region 
operates.  Mr,  Donald  Ruth  served  on  the  policy  sub  commit- 
tee, as  did  Miss  Askew  of  Charlemont,  and  Mr.  Phelps  from 
Ashfield. 

A  Title  I  Project  was  accepted  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  and  funds  were  made  available  for  a  summer 
catch-up  program.  Mr.  Murdock  directed  the  program  which 
operated  a  learning  center  in  each  of  our  three  schools  to 
help  youngsters  who  could  benefit  from  such  an  experience. 

Because  of  the  number  of  youngsters  in  our  Union  and 
Region  who  are  in  need  of  special  assistance  in  reading,  our 
School  Committees  included  the  cost  of  a  reading  specialist 
in  the  1970  Central  Office  Budget.  Said  specialist  will  be  hired 
as  of  September  1,  1970. 

In  last  year's  Town  report  was  included  a  State  Depart- 
ment recommendation  relative  to  K-12  school  district  reorgan- 
ization. As  recently  as  December  3,  1969,  Dr.  Neil  Sullivan, 
Commissioner  of  Education,  reaffirmed  the  position  of  the 
Board  of  Education  relative  to  their  interest  and  insistence  of 
K-12  regionalization. 

Each  Town  and/or  regional  school  district  must  by 
December  31,  1969,  submit  a  plan  to  Boston  outhning  how 
they  intend  to  reach  the  goal  of  K-12  regionalization  under  one 
superintendent  and  one  school  committee  if  said  town  or  re- 
gion does  not  have  at  least  2,000  K-12  youngsters  under  one 
superintendent  and  one  school  committee. 

On  December  15,  1969,  Union  No.  65  and  Hawlemont 
Regional  School  Committees  met  in  joint  session  for  the  pur- 
pose of  outlining  their  future  plans. 

The  Joint  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  accept  in 
principle  the  desirability  of  a  shared  superintendency  with 
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Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  and  Buckland-Colrain-Shel- 
hiinic  Regional  School.  The  Committee  further  appointed  a 
sub  committee  to  meet  on  January  5,  1970  with  sub  commit- 
iccs  of  Mohawk  and  B-C-S  to  discuss  the  matter  and  report 
buck  to  the  full  Committee. 

Said  shared  .^uperintendency  would  retain  its  present  lo- 
cal school  boards  as  they  now  exist,  but  all  school  systems  in 
the  nine  towns  would  be  under  one  administrative  head— the 
new  Mohawk  Superintendent. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  personally  thank  our  fac- 
ulty and  staff  for  their  dedication  to  duty,  for  without  it 
chaos  would  reign.  A  special  tribute  also  is  deserved  for  Mrs. 
Gleason  who  has  leaped  into  the  breach  during  our  troubled 
first  few  months  of  the  school  year,  and  who  continued 
faithfully  while  we  searched  for  the  second  grade  replace- 
ment.

OPERATIONAL  BUDGET 

The  agreement  stipulates  that  this  portion  of  the  budget 
be  determined  on  a  per  pupil  basis  by  using  the  enrollment 
in  the  Regional  District  from  each  member  Town  as  of  Oc- 
tober 1st  of  the  preceding  year.  On  October  1,  1969,  there 
were  37  students  from  the  Town  of  Hawley  and  124  students 
from  the  Town  of  Charlemont.  Therefore,  the  operational 
percentage  for  Hawley  is  22.98%  and  the  percentage  for  Char- 
lemont is  77.02%.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHING  PRINCIPAL 
HAWLEMONT  REGIONAL  SCHOOL 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  third  annual  re- 
port. 

The  Hawlemont  School  enrollment  September  3,  1969, 
was  165  pupils.  This  number  reflects  an  increase  of  35  since 
September  1968. 

In  September  two  new  teachers  were  appointed  by  the 
School  Committee.  Mrs.  Betty  Raymond  was  assigned  to  the 
kindergarten  class.  Mrs.  Marguerite  Romer,  Art  Supervisor, 
is  successor  to  Mrs.  Patricia  Ridler,  who  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  in  the  Greenfield  schools. 

A  major  innovation  in  the  Hawlemont  School  this  year 
is  the  new  kindergarten.  Fifteen  children  are  thoroughly  en- 
joying this  beginning  school  program.  A  unique  experience 
for  this  class  is  participation  in  the  hot  lunch  program,  an 
opportunity  rarely  offered  to  area  kindergarteners.  Parents, 
staff,  and  children  are  unanimous  in  approval.  Mrs.  Betty 
Ravmond  deserves  much  credit  for  successfully  implement- 
ing this  educational  step  forward. 

Room  assignments  in  the  Hawlemont  School  accommo- 
date kindergarten  through  grade  five  classes.  Grade  six  home 
room,  the  science  lab,  and  the  new  art  room  are  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  high  school  building.  The  special  class,  library 
and  audio-visual  rooms  are  on  the  second  floor.  Departmental 
programming  for  grades  four,  five  and  six  continues  to  be 
\-erv  successful. 

The  school  library  is  constantly  gaining  in  popularity.  A- 
gain  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  local  Scout  Troops  for  finan- 
cial assistance.  This  year  their  efforts  netted  $310.25.  Seventy 
new  books  have  been  purchased  and  several  recordings  of 
great  literature  are  being  evaluated  for  purchase. 

Magazines  enjoyed  by  children  in  the  upper  elementary 
grades  are  the  CHILDREN'S  DIGEST,  purchased  by  the 
school;  RANGER  RICK'S  NATURE  MAGAZINE,  a  gift  of 
the  Charlemont  Reading  Club;  the  NATIONAL  GEOGRA- 
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vine  and  AUDUBON  MAGAZINE,  gifts  of  Mr.  Alan  Healy. 
Wv  greatly  appreciate  these  fine  contributions. 

Library  aides  are  continuing  to  give  valuable  assistance 
with  cataloging,  repairing  books  and  inventory.  Without  this 
help  it  would  be  most  difficult  to  accomplish  the  necessary 
work. 

Special  programs  are  a  vital  part  of  school  activities.  Con- 
LH-atulations  to  the  Charlemont  PTO  for  its  continued  interest. 
The  Halloween  Party  conducted  by  this  organization  was  a 
tremendous  success.  The  children  were  fascinated  with  the 
entertainment  offered  by  Miss  Molly  Gillingham  and  Mrs. 
Sandra  Denis.  Refreshments  planned  by  the  PTO  were  a  de- 
lightful contribution  to  the  annual  Field  Day  Events.  Great 
effort  is  made  each  year  to  present  an  outstanding  Memorial 
Day  Program.  The  solemnity  of  the  event  does  much  to  im- 
press upon  the  children  desirable  patriotic  attitudes.  A  high- 
light of  the  school  year  is  the  Annual  Christmas  party.  To  all 
those  who  work  so  diligently  for  this  party  we  extend  sin- 
cere thanks. 

Schools  are,  to  an  ever  increasing  extent,  being  required 
to  provide  appropriation  education  for  all  children  regardless 
of  their  mental,  physical,  or  emotional  ability.  It  has  been 
known  for  a  long  time  that  the  problem  of  emotional  illness  is 
both  large  and  important.  At  the  present  time,  conventional 
modes  of  referral  and  treatment  are  insufficient  to  reduce 
the  prevalence  of  special  problems  in  the  school  population. 
Children  with  emotional  disturbances  deserve  equitable  edu- 
cational opportunities.  As  taxpayers  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
make  funds  available  for  preventive,  diagnostic,  and  treatment 
measures.  We  must  plan  now  to  offer  these  services  to  chil- 
dren with  special  needs. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
sincerely  thank  Superintendent  Robert  E.  Reidy,  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  and  the  entire  Hawlemont  Staff 
for  the  aid  and  splendid  cooperation  which  they  have  given 
me  during  the  past  year.

Dear  Mr.  Reidy: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  a  study  made  by  a  curricu- 
lum committee,  funded  by  ESEA  Title  V,  dutin-g  the  summer 
of  1969. 

The  basic  assignment  given  the  committee  was  to  exam- 
ine the  curricula  as  they  existed  in  member  schools  of  Union 
65  and  the  Hawlemont  Regional  School  District  with  the  ob- 
ject of  noting  inconsistencies  and  recommending  improve- 
ments and  methods  for  better  coordination. 

Some  groundwork  had  been  accomplished  prior  to  the 
study:  a)  All  teachers  had  been  required  to  submit  an  out- 
line of  his  course  of  study  for  each  subject.  These  were  com- 
piled together  to  give  an  overview  of  what  was  being  taught 
in  each  of  the  schools,  b)  Several  meetings  were  held  with 
the  staff  of  Mohawk  Trail  Regional.  A  resume  of  the  results 
of  a  meeting  of  the  Superintendent  of  our  Union,  the  elemen- 
tary principals,  and  administration  and  department  heads  of 
Mohawk  was  given  each  teacher.  This  indicated  some  of  the 
weaknesses  noted  in  students  coming  from  the  elementary 
schools. 

The  curriculum  committee  met  for  a  six  week  period  from 
July  7th  to  August  15th.  It  was  decided  that  to  approach  the 
entire  curriculum  with  any  depth  in  a  six-week  period  would 
be  at  least  very  presumptuous  on  our  part.  We  therefore  de- 
cided to  concentrate  on  the  areas  of  reading,  mathematics, 
and  social  studies.  General  recommendation  for  the  curricu- 
lum as  a  whole  would  also  be  considered. 

In  making  our  studies,  a  wide  variety  of  resources  and 
resource  people  were  called  upon  to  enlighten  us  as  to  current 
trends  and  innovations.  A  number  of  teachers,  representative 
of  the  three  schools  involved,  were  also  called  upon  for  opin- 
ions and  advice. 
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Following  the  six-week  study  a  rough  draft  of  a  curricu- 
lum report,  including  general  recommendations  for  better  co- 
(  rclination  and  guidelines  in  reading,  mathematics,  and  social 
studies,  was  submitted  to  the  Superintendent. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  may  have  further  discussions  concern- 
ing our  findings  and  that  some  of  these  ideas  will  move  into 
the  implementation  phase  as  soon  as  practical. 

1  should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  my  committee  for 
th.eir  very  diligent  efforts  in  helping  to  prepare  the  curriculum 
report.  Through  our  six  weeks  of  work  we  were  drawn  much 
closer  together  in  a  feeling  of  professional  and  personal  coop- 
eration and  regard.  It  is  my  hope  that  from  the  material  pre- 
sented by  us,  some  of  the  excitement  and  enthusiasm  that 
has  been  ours  in  preparing  the  study  may  be  transmitted  to 
others  so  that  it  will  instill  in  all  a  desire  to  continue  to  seek 
areas  of  improvement  and  cooperation  in  our  schools.

REPORT  OF  OPERATION  CATCH-UP 
Mr.  Robert  E.  Reidy 
Superintendent  of  Schools 
Ashfield,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Mr.  Reidy: 

The  summer  Catch-up  Program  (funded  under  Title  1} 
for  the  towns  of  Ashfield,  Charlemont,  Hawley,  Heath,  Plain- 
field,  and  Rowe  was  held  for  a  four-week  period  from  July 
7  to  August  1,  1969.  Three  separate  learning  centers  were  es- 
tablished for  this  program:  Rowe  Elementary  School,  Hawle- 
mont  Regional  School,  and  Sanderson  Academy.  Total  enroll- 
ment in  the  program  was  70  students.  Seven  teachers  were

The  program  was  set  up  so  each  class  was  small.  This 
pro^ided  for  individual  attention  to  each  student's  problem 
area.  Students  were  chosen  on  the  basis  of  teacher  recom- 
mendations and  achievement  test  scores.  Reading  skills  cover- 
ed phonics,  word  attack,  and  comprehension,  while  math 
covered  the  basic  skills  where  children  needed  assistance. 

After  the  program  began,  many  of  these  pupils  began  to 
open  up  and  show  an  interest  in  their  classes.  Participation  in 
class  picked  up  considerably.  These  students  were  not  under 
the  pressure  of  competition,  tests,  or  marks,  and  therefore 
were  completely  free  to  learn  the  material  being  presented. 
All  the  teachers  felt  that  many  students  gained  a  higher  de- 
gree of  self-confidence. 

As  Diiector  of  this  program,  I  received  excellent  cooper- 
ation from  all  parties  involved.  Directing  this  program  was  a 
most  interesting  learning  experience  and  was  well  worth  the 
time  and  effort  expended.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHARLEMONT  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


AND  CHARLEMONT  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Cliarlemont  Fii-e  Department  responded  to  36  fire 
calls  and  19  ambulance  calls  during  1969.  There  were  30  fire 
calls  in  Cliarlemont,  5  in  Hawley,  and  1  in  Rowe.  The  largest 
structural  fire  in  Cliarlemont  was  a  barn  belonging  to  Alice 
Dickenson. 


The  following  iiiipro\"enients  or  major  maintenance  work 
were  done  on  the  equipment  during  1969: 

TANKER:  New  front  brakes.  Points,  plugs,  etc.  New  king 
pins.  Relocation  of  ladder  on  top  of  the  tank  to  make  more 
accessible  the  tank  opening.  Installation  of  brackets  to  hold  the 
portable  generator  so  that  it  will  be  with  the  department  at  all 
times.  Placement  of  a  revohdng  light  on  top  of  the  cab  and 
two  blinkins;  lig-hts  on  the  rear.  Purchase  of  a  wettino;  asient 
which  when  added  to  the  water  accelerates  fire  fighting. 

PUMPER:  A  deck  on  the  back  to  hold  the  extra  hose, 
eliminating  the  need  to  relocate  it  during  a  major  fii'e.  Pur- 
chase of  an  adapter  to  fit  the  new  hydrant  in  front  of  Ray- 
mond Wilsons. 

Repairing  of  old  helmets  and  the  pm'cliase  of  two  new 

ones. 

Purchase  of  six  pair  of  boots  and  two  raincoats. 

Placement  of  a  revolving  light  on  top  of  the  cab. 

Purchase  of  a  smoke  ejector  which  is  mounted  on  the  run- 
ning board.  This  was  used  to  great  advantage  fom*  times  dm-- 
ing  the  year. 

.All  fire  extinguishers  recharged  and  tested. 

AMBULANCE:  To  have  a  certified  ambulance  service, 
three  small  additional  pieces  of  first  aid  equipment  were 
purchased.  This  entitles  us  to  Insurance  Payments. 

The  initial  paper  work  was  started  through  the  State 
Department  to  entitle  Charlemont  for  50  per  cent  reiniburse- 
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ment  of  Federal  Funds  for  the  purchase  of  an  ambulance.  We 
asked  for  $4,000  to  go  towards  the  purchase  of  a  Superior 
modified  Ford  Ambulance.  Approximately  one  year  is  required 
to  complete  the  necessary  paper  work  and  get  approval.  This 
places  Charlemont  under  no  obligation  regarding  actual  pur- 
chase of  an  ambulance,  however,  should  it  become  necessity, 
the  reimbursement  would  be  a  great  asset. 

Members  of  the  Fire  Department  joined  Ashfield  and 
the  newly  formed  department  in  Shelbume  Center  for  se\  eral 
hours  of  instruction  in  fire  fighting  given  by  Capt.  Paul  Dris- 
coll  of  the  Northampton  Department. 

\\  ork  on  the  Fii'c  Station  has  been  progressing  at  a  very 
lapid  rate.  Approximately  1,000  hours  of  donated  time,  equip- 
ment and  materials  from  Charlemont  and  Hawley  have  made 
possible  the  erection  of  the  best  Fire  Station  in  Franklin  Coun- 
ty. We  are  very  proud  of  all  the  effort  put  into  the  Station  by 
the  townspeople.  Many  retired  individuals,  as  well  as  firemen, 
ha\'e  donated  many  hours  to  make  this  station  a  reality.  We 
especially  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Frank  Gassett  of  Charlemont  for 
the  time  consuming  inside  w^ork  he  has  done.  To  his  efforts 
\\  e  are  four  months  ahead  of  schedule. 

The  members  of  the  Department  are  happy  and  proud  to 
sliow  the  Station  to  anyone,  anytime.  .  -

Foliowmg  the  previous  program  of  providing  adequate 
communications  for  the  protective  services  of  the  community 
two  new  portable  two-way  radios  were  purchased  under  the 
civil  defense  account.  These  radios  replace  the  two  portable 
radios  of  the  fire  department  which  were  bulky  and  unreliable 
even  with  continuous  maintenance  procedures.  z\lthough  the 
new  radios  will  be  used  under  fire  department  supervision 
it  is  only  fitting  that  they  should  be  financed  through  civil 
defense  accounts  since  the  original  equipment  was  purchased 
with  civil  defense  money  and  federal  civil  defense  match- 
ing funds. 

This  agency  attended  the  usual  directors  meetings  as  Sec- 
tor 4D  headquarters  in  Greenfield  thereby  keeping  abreast 
of  current  State  civil  defense  policy. 

Under  Public  Law  85-606  we  receive  50%  reimbursement 
for  most  administi'ative  expenses  from  the  Federal  govern- 
ment.

There  has  been  67  applications  processed  by  this  office 
for  the  Vietnam  Bonus.  This  represents  a  total  of  $16,700.00 
that  has  been  or  will  be  paid  to  Veterans  of  this  District.  Of 
the  67  applications,  33  were  for  Veterans  who  served  in  the 
Combat  Zone  and  34  for  non-Combat  Service.  The  former  re- 
ceiving $300.00  and  the  latter  $200.00. 

We  now  have  2,419  Veterans'  Folders  in  our  files.  An  in- 
crease of  79  for  the  year. 
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Our  Flag  and  Marker  department  had  its  usual  activity 
and  was  able  to  supply  all  requests.  $364.57  was  collected 
and  turned  over  to  the  District  Treasurer. 

The  photo  copy  work  for  non-Veteran  services  showed 
an  income  of  $41.35  which  was  deposited  with  the  District 
Treasurer. 

During  the  Year  this  Office  assisted  in  the  preparation  of 
26  applications  for  State  and  Federal  Benefits.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  19  applications  have  been  approved  and  awards 
granted.  This  represents  a  monetary  income  to  Veterans  and 
Dependents  of  the  District  of  $13,028.40.

1  hereby  submit  my  17th  annual  report. 

Annual  physical  examinations,  with  Dr.  Samuel  J.  Galbo, 
found  most  pupils  well— no  serious  defects. 

Mumps  came  in  January  with  24  cases  in  Heath  and  12 
in  Rowe.  In  May,  chicken  pox  cases  appeared  in  Rowe  (10) 
and  Heath  (4).  This  postponed  the  mumps  prevention  clinic. 
On  November  7th  the  mumps  clinic  was  held  at  the  Hawle- 
mont  School.  The  number  of  shots  given  were  Hawlemont 
School  74,  and  Rowe  School  19.  Pre-schoolers  immunized  were 
Charlemont  26,  Hawley  5,  Heath  6  and  Rowe  8.  In  January 
1970  a  German  Measles  prevention  clinic  is  planned. 

The  hearing  of  all  pupils  in  the  schools  was  tested  indi- 
vidually by  Mrs.  Reda  Langevin.  Vision  and  hearing  testing 
and  weighing  and  measuring  are  done  annually.  Parents  are 
notified  when  students  need  special  attention. 

Miss  Genevieve  Ely,  State  Dental  Hygienist,  examined 
teeth  in  all  grades.  They  were  in  better  condition  as  a  result 
of  more  attention  to  dental  care  and  better  brushino;  habits. 

Colds  spread  rapidly  in  the  class  room.  The  personnel  of 
the  schools  is  most  grateful  to  parents  for  keeping  a  child 
home  with  a  fresh  "cold"  or  cough. 

Except  for  First  Aid  or  in  an  emergency,  an  order  from  a 
doctor  is  necessary  for  nursing  visits  in  the  home. 

For  health  services,  visits  were  made  in  all  the  towns  to 
infants,  pre-schoolers,  prenatals  and  adults. 

Please  remember  the  new  law!  The  Mass.  Dept.  of  Pub- 
lic Health  states  "All  school  children  must  be  immunized  a- 
gainst  small  pox,  diphtheria,  Tetanus,  pertussis,  measles  and 
polio  unless  exempted  for  medical  or  religious  reasons." 
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Mv  thanks  to  the  teachers  for  being  constantly  alert  to 
all  health  needs  of  the  children.  This  cooperation  is  greatly 
appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  has  reviewed,  with  the  Select- 
men, the  proposed  appropriations  for  1970  and  feels  that  the 
ainonnts  requested  are  reasonable  and  needed  to  keep  the 
\  arions  pliases  of  town  government  in  operation  for  another 
\'ear. 

During  the  year  1969,  it  was  necessary  to  transfer  funds 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  cover  expenses  not  anticipated 
in  the  budget.  There  was  a  total  of  ten  transfers  totalling 
S3.000.  The  Finance  Commitee  would  point  out  that,  while 
e\ery  effort  is  made  to  keep  various  Town  departments' 
costs  in  line  with  previous  years,  the  steady  increase  in  the 
cost  of  living  is  true  also  for  the  cost  of  town  government. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  seen  the  new  firehouse 
rise  from  the  planning  stage  to  near  completion.  It  should 
be  a  source  of  great  pride  to  the  Town  that  much  of  the  work 
\\'as  done  by  many  willing  and  skilled  volunteers. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  get 
on  with  the  work  necessary  to  complete  the  storage  vault  in 
the  Town  Hall  and  that  the  voters  appropriate  the  necessary 
funds  so  the  Town  records  are  not  lost  to  fire  or  vandalism.
